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Francisco Bay Area in June and July, plus 
some rain, so heavy coats and raincoats 
are in order. We wished that we had 
brought a seersucker or two for the White- 
1orse-Fairbanks-Dawson part of the trip. 


PRICES 

Rooms in resort hotels are about what one 
pays in the States—meals the same. In 
local hotels, prices are lower. We missed 
fruits and vegetables; supplemented our 
meals with canned grapefruit or fruit juice 
Fresh apples or oranges at 80 cents to 
$1.00 per dozen are poor. Meals on the 
whole emphasized quantity, not variety 


JUNEAU 

An interesting town—worth at least a 
week’s stay. Hotel Baranof is especially 
good. Food, rooms, service are excellent 
This region gets 100 to 110 inches of- rain 
annually, so you must always be ready for 
it. However, rain falls gently and no one 
seems to mind. Store porches are built out 
to street, and cover the sidewalks, so one 
seldom needs an umbrella. Streets so nar- 
row, some 30 to 35 feet, that one can hurry 
across easily. Atmosphere is cosmopolitan 
and interesting. 

Stores are well stocked; prices, reasonable 
One interested in gold or silver jewelry 
finds best examples here. Best stores for 
ivory items are in Juneau. Prices some- 
what lower in the north—at Skagway, 
Whitehorse. Juneau’s waterfront is a 
photographer’s delight—colors lovely even 
in the rains. 





SKAGWAY 

Quite a bit of historical interest, but one 
might get very bored staying more than 
one day. Hotel Golden North is clean, 
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with no service. Food served in frontier 
style. Private baths. 

Town sprawls out and one must be a good 
hiker to get around. Some good curio and 
souvenir stores in Skagway, but little else. 
(This was the beginning of the Yukon 
Trail in ’98 and many of the early build- 
ings are still there. Summer flower gardens 
are unbelievable.) 


CARCROSS 

Like Skagway, but less interesting. We 
hiked around to the churches and other 
points of interest and exhausted the pos- 
sibilities of stores in about three hours. 
(On lovely Lake Bennett. The starting 
point for the cruise to West Taku Arm. 
Interesting Indians and historical sites.) 


WHITEHORSE 

Frontier Inn is clean, with private bath. 
Dusty and hot each time we were there— 
3 times. Food unimaginative. No pleas- 
ant dining rooms. River with 1898 hulks 
interesting, some good trips. Ivory Shop 
and some curio stores; prices of leather 
goods, moccasins, gloves, were the lowest 
we found. Incidentally, very little avail- 
able anywhere. Once in a while Indians on 
Yukon offered moccasins; trading post at 
Carmacks had rather good assortment of 
moccasins at $3.50 a pair. Furs—many of 
women bought red ($15) and gray fox 
skins ($30-$35) at Selkirk and Carmacks. 


YUKON RIVER TRIP 

Enjoyed this portion of our trip most of 
all. Staterooms comfortable. Meals en- 
joyable, but menu monotonous. Constant 
interest kept up by sights along river, vis- 
its to trading posts, etc. Crowd jolly, no 
complaints. Everyone thoroughly enjoyed 
himself. Some felt trip back monotonous, 
but we enjoyed it thoroughly, for it gave 
us a fine chance to rest. Boat stops on re- 
turn journey gave us a chance to see old 
cabins, Indian villages, and trading posts. 


DAWSON 

Slept on boat. Twenty-four hours too 
short a time to spend here. Everyone left 
regretfully, wishing accommodations were 
available for a real sojourn. 


WEST TAKU ARM TRIP 

Good, but a bit overplayed. (Interesting 
boat trip with magnificent scenery. Gar- 
dens at Ben-My-Chree have run down.) 


FAIRBANKS 

A boom town now. Hotel poor, and so 
was the food. Highest prices encountered. 
Country around is dusty, uninteresting. 
Cannot recommend it for any length of 
stay. (New accommodations are building 
to meet the post-war period demands.) 


MOSQUITOES 
There are plenty of them, but no more 
than in many U. S. National Parks. We 
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The winter of 1947-1948 will prob- 
ably be remembered in many areas 
along our lines as the winter of the 
great drought. At any rate, as of the 
time we went to press, many of the 
places we serve were trailing normal 
rainfall by a serious amount. 


However, all has not been like the 
‘a. 


In fact, recently there was a short 
but unusually heavy rain storm in 
western Oregon. On the heels of the 
storm came “proof positive” for the 
residents of Ashland and Salem that 
“The friendly Southern Pacific’’ is 
more than just an advertising slogan. 


Water, water, everywhere... 


At Ashland more than one person 
quoted Coleridge’s Ancient Mariner 
a trifle ruefully: 

Water, water, everywhere, 

Nor any drop to drink. 


As a result of the storm, the city 
water became so muddied that it 
was unfit for drinking for several 
days. S.P. came to the rescue by 
providing two tank cars and engines 
which hauled fresh, clear water from 
a spring in the Siskiyou mountains 
10 miles away. This water was then 
distributed, free of charge, by tank 
trucks, under the supervision of the 
Ashland Kiwanis Club. 


At Salem, the swollen Willamette 
River threatened a heavily-traveled 
highway and pedestrian bridge be- 
tween Salem and West Salem, al- 
though our railroad bridge remained 
high, reasonably dry, and perfectly 
safe. For a day, until the flood sub- 
sided, S.P. furnished engines and 
coaches to provide an hourly shuttle 
service between the two places at a 
fare of 10c for adults and 5c for 
children.

Modesty forbids our taking too deep 
a bow on these. However, because 
occasionally we still encounter some- 
body who scoffs, “‘Friendly? Hah!”’ 
or words to that effect, and so you 
won’t think that it’s just our opinion

that we’re neighborly, we’d like to 
quote Salem’s Oregon Statesman: 
“Railroads, like newspapers, don’t 
come in for many plaudits, but one 
now seems due the Southern Pacific. 
Certainly without profit and prob- 
ably at considerable loss the S.P. 
made passenger service available 
across the Willamette when flood 
water closed the West Salem bridge. 
It was a friendly gesture and a dis- 
tinct accommodation to hundreds of 


people.”

use toward evening, if we were going 
ashore, and had no discomfort. 


MT. MCKINLEY HOTEL 

A fine vacation spot for a real rest. Hotel 
is beautifully located, thoroughly luxur- 
ious, fine meals, efficient service. 


MT. MCKINLEY NATIONAL PARK 
Disappointing. Scenery does not compare 
with many Canadian or U. S. parks. Bus 
ride of 65 miles to Camp Eielson interest- 
ing, but nothing to rave about. We did 
not see Mt. McKinley, which perhaps ac- 
counts for our disappointment. We were 
told that the mountain is rarely visible 
because it is usually hidden behind a fog 
bank. Wild life disappointing; much less 
than in Canadian or U. S. parks. 

(Even more than our other national parks, 
Mount McKinley requires time and trips 
into the interior to appreciate the scenery 


and the wildlife.) 


AIR TRIPS 

These are wonderful. Some should be in- 
cluded in every Alaska-Yukon itinerary. 
View of glaciers, mountains, lakes, and 
rivers is superb. From the ground one 
cannot see the country’s magnitude. 
The trip from Whitehorse to Fairbanks 
was the highlight of our tour. We left 
about 10 p.m., flying northwest into the 
face of the setting sun. We saw a succes- 
sion of sunsets for some 244 hours, never 
once below horizon. In lakes and river 
courses high in mountains, colors were re- 
flected from peaks covered with snow. 
Much of Alcan Highway was traceable 
below us. 

Trip in seaplane from Ketchikan to Ju- 
neau, and from Juneau to Skagway also 
very fine. Am sure we saw more than 
could be seen from boat. 

Return from Whitehorse to Ketchikan 
was inspiring. In no other way would one 
see so much. We were grounded at Annette 
Island but the barracks were clean, the 
food good, and we got a close look at the 
Indian village of Metlakatla. 

Our only foggy or stormy journey was the 
return from Fairbanks to Whitehorse. 
Nothing much visible. 

A night air trip from Whitehorse to Fair- 
banks about the time of summer solstice, 
June 21, should be a “must.” 

Pilots are skillful and careful. They have 
excellent individual records.

use toward evening, if we were going 
ashore, and had no discomfort. 


MT. MCKINLEY HOTEL 

A fine vacation spot for a real rest. Hotel 
is beautifully located, thoroughly luxur- 
ious, fine meals, efficient service. 


MT. MCKINLEY NATIONAL PARK 

Disappointing. Scenery does not compare 
with many Canadian or U. S. parks. Bus 
ride of 65 miles to Camp Eielson interest- 
ing, but nothing to rave about. We did 
not see Mt. McKinley, which perhaps ac- 
counts for our disappointment. We were 
told that the mountain is rarely visible 
because it is usually hidden behind a fog 
bank. Wild life disappointing; much less 
than in Canadian or U. S. parks. 

(Even more than our other national parks, 
Mount McKinley requires time and trips 
into the interior to appreciate the scenery 


and the wildlife.) 


AIR TRIPS 

These are wonderful. Some should be in- 
cluded in every Alaska-Yukon itinerary. 
View of glaciers, mountains, lakes, and 
rivers is superb. From the ground one 
cannot see the country’s magnitude. 
The trip from Whitehorse to Fairbanks 
was the highlight of our tour. We left 
about 10 p.m., flying northwest into the 
face of the setting sun. We saw a succes- 
sion of sunsets for some 24% hours, never 
once below horizon. In lakes and river 
courses high in mountains, colors were re- 
flected from peaks covered with snow. 
Much of Alcan Highway was traceable 
below us. 

Trip in seaplane from Ketchikan to Ju- 
neau, and from Juneau to Skagway also 
very fine. Am sure we saw more than 
could be seen from boat. 

Return from Whitehorse to Ketchikan 
was inspiring. In no other way would one 
see so much. We were grounded at Annette 
Island but the barracks were clean, the 
food good, and we got a close look at the 
Indian village of Metlakatla. 

Our only foggy or stormy journey was the 
return from Fairbanks to Whitehorse. 
Nothing much visible. 

A night air trip from Whitehorse to Fair- 
banks about the time of summer solstice, 
June 21, should be a “must.” 

Pilots are skillful and careful. They have 
excellent individual records.

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The April fisherman 


To many a Californian, April is just that 
long, almost never-ending month before 
the opening of the trout season. Washing- 
ton and Oregon anglers have a shorter 
waiting period; their general trout seasons 
open on April 7 and April 26, respectively. 
But any Californian, unable to restrain 
himself until May 1, can drive into Oregon 
and buy a non-resident, angling license for 
$5.00 or a 10-day vacation license for 
$3.00. Up in Washington it’s a bit more 
complicated. There are state licenses, 
county licenses, steelhead permits, extend- 
ed winter seasons, waters open the year 
around. Better write the State Fisheries 
Department, 1308 Smith Tower, Seattle, 
before making plans for a Washington trip. 
Although the Pacific Coast angler has 
much salt-water fishing to choose from 
during April, most of his thoughts and 
energies are directed toward TROUT— 
spelled in big letters. There is a rush to 
repair or replace tackle, broken or poorly 
stored since the final trip last fall. Sport- 
ing goods salesmen are swamped and re- 
pairmen behind on orders, so let’s hope 
that your rod varnishing job has been 
taken care of before now. Tackle stocks 
should be more plentiful this spring, and 
replacing a worn tapered line or broken 
reel probably will be simple, albeit, expen- 
sive. Norwegian and English hooks remain 
scarce. Creels may be either poorly con- 
structed or very expensive. Hip boots are 
plentiful and their price remains the most 
reasonable of any post-war equipment. 
But regardless of what is needed, better 
shop the first of April rather than later in 
the month. The salesman will have time 
to give personal attention to your needs 
if you shop early, and you are much more 
apt to find the merchandise you want. 


HIGH WATER TIME 

Due to spring rains and melting snows, 
opening day is usually high water time. 
Well, what of it! Though the stream be 
bank full and brown as chocolate, there 
are-just as many trout in it now as there 
will be in midsummer’s low water. It’s a 
test of ingenuity and fishermanship to 
take trout under adverse conditions. 
Somehow, a full creel on a tough opening 
day seems more soul-satisfying than one 
caught when water and weather condi- 
tions are perfect. 

The dry-fly man is pretty much out of 
luck in early spring. He knows that trout 
aren’t likely to come up in milky water 
to search for flies not due for a month or 
so. But sometimes fish will lie near the 
surface at the brushy edge of a stream 
where they can escape the full force of the 
current. Protected by overhanging vege- 
tation, they are hard to reach. Often they 
will accept a dry black ant or gnat if it can 
be dropped right before their noses. 
Wet-fly men will fare better and have a

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larger area of productive water to work. 
Streamer flies take many a big trout who 
apparently mistakes them for a wounded 
or fogjish minnow. Work the fly deep. 


SPINNERS AND BAIT 

Spinners and bait are really the medicine 
for early-season trout. This may be heresy 
to the purist, but fishing with a spinner, 
worm, salmon egg, or hellgrammite re- 
quires a high grade of skill and much ex- 
perience to be really successful. As far 
as ethics are concerned, a sportsman is a 
sportsman no matter what tackle he uses. 
“His actions along the stream determine 
his sportsmanship,” says Charles McDer- 
mand, Sunset’s trout-fishing consultant. 
After a strict upbringing as a fly fisher- 
man, I have become a spinner fisherman 
myself during high water time. To me a 
light and flexible casting rod is as enjoy- 
able to use as a fly rod, and spinner cast- 
ing takes just as much practice and tech- 
nique and is just as thrilling as fly fishing. 
The advantages of a casting rod in spring 
are obvious: a spinner can be seen by trout 
through murky water; and a casting sinker 
takes it down to bottom regions where the 
big trout are lying. 

Opening day comes but once a year. Be it 
rain, shine, or snow, that day should see a 
man on his favorite stream. To make it 
sweeter, you should reach it the day before 
the opening, then camp can be pitched 
leisurely and gear sorted carefully. If the 
all-important reel or hip boots have been 
forgotten, there is still time to make the 
best of the calamity. 

Wade and test depths of water. Figure out 
the lure to use first. You can do it calmly 
now, for you won’t be calm in the cold, 
eager dawn a few hours away—particu- 
larly if you are weary from an all-night 
drive to reach the stream. 

One important thing to remember if you 
are working rainbow or cutthroat waters: 
these trout are spring spawners. 

The number of mature fish we may take 
doesn’t matter much; it’s the unwitting 
damage we may do to the spawning bars 
which may curtail future fishing for years 
to come. Wading on the submerged gravel 
bars not: only disturbs spawning fish, but 
our big, plowing feet may ruin many a 
nest with its thousands of eggs. Be care- 
ful for the sake of your future fishing.

A TRIP through the Gold Country may 
be disappointing to many who visit that 
section for the first time this year. There’s 
been too much publicity, too much repeti- 
tion of the stories of gold, too much in- 
sistence that the countryside tell its story 
loud enough to be heard over the hum of 
an automobile on a smooth highway. 

In the Gold Country 100 years of our his- 
tory have been piled up layer upon layer. 
If you will look for the layers, try to sort 
them out, a thousand trips won’t exhaust 
your interest. But if you telescope the 
years, condense the era of gold into an ad- 
venture story in a ghost town setting, 
that’s about all you'll find there. 

If you want to find 1848, take your Gold

Country bit by bit, mile by mile. And try 
the Northern Diggings first. It was there 
that the initial action took place. 

In the spring and summer of 1848, the 
ranchers and settlers living in California 
staked their claims. They opened up the 
Trinity River country far to the north. 
They explored the drainage of the Feather, 
Yuba, Bear, and American rivers. They 
crossed and re-crossed the Mother Lode as 
far south as the Tuolumne. 

But they didn’t name or find the Mother 
Lode that year. The gold of 1848 was 
“placer” gold. The Mother Lode, that lit- 
tle strip of land about 70 miles long, traced 
by our present Highway 49, between Ply- 
mouth and Coulterville, received its name 


when the miners found that it covered a 
series of rich veins, a belt of gold quartz. 
North of Plymouth that belt splits into 
numerous scattered veins and loses the 
characteristics of a lode. 

In June, 1848, Thomas O. Larkin, spe- 
cial agent of the United States in Califor- 
nia, made the first official report: 

“On the American Fork of the Sacramento 
and Feather River, another branch of the 
same, and the adjoining lands, there has 
been, within the present year, discovered 
a placer, a vast tract of land containing 
gold in small particles. This gold, thus far, 
has been taken on the bank of the river, 
from the surface to 18 inches in depth, 
and is supposed deeper, and to extend over 


Former stage driver, D. T. McDonald, age 70, Camptonville, 
once mined in Virginia City, thinks autos are unnecessary 
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the country. 

“On account of the inconvenience of 
washing, the people have, to this time, 
only gathered the metal on the banks, 
which is done simply with a shovel, 
filling a shallow dish, bowl, basket, or 
tin pan with a quantity of black sand, 
and washing out the sand by move- 
ment of the vessels.” 

The first methods were primitive, but 
the ranchers from the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin and the businessmen from 
Los Angeles, Monterey, Sonoma, and 
San Francisco were quite business-like 


Nevada City where rang the first Sierra church bell, the 
state college idea was born, and gold rush assays were made 
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in their search, rapidly improved their 
methods. 

John Bidwell, who had acquired a grant 
of land on Chico Creek in 1845, visited 
the Coloma diggings two months after 
the discovery of gold there. Gravel ex- 
posed was similar to what he had seen 
on the Feather River. Before the sum- 
mer was over he had found paying 
gravel and was working it with a num- 
ber of Indians on a bar, later to be 
known as Bidwell Bar. 

Major Reading, owner of the most 
northerly land grant, visited Sutter in

the spring of 48 and returned home to 
look for gold deposits. He found them on 
Clear Creek, near his home, and later that 
summer took a company of his Indian 
laborers into the Coast Range to work the 
gravel of the Trinity River. 

Captain Charles M. Weber of the French 
Camp Rancho on the San Joaquin River, 
after visiting the American River dig- 
gings, struck it rich on a tributary since 
known as Weber Creek. 

William Daly, rancher on the Cosumnes 
River, found gold-bearing gravel in a ra- 
vine on the American River which took 


Downieville had a population of 5000. Gold dust was measured in pinches 
($1), whiskey glasses ($100), wine tumblers ($1000). Sugar was $4 a pound 


on the name of Old Dry Diggings, later 
Placerville. 

Colonel R. B. Mason, commanding officer 
of the United States forces in California, 
mentions Daly’s work in his report. “... 
We found a great many people and In- 
dians; some engaged in the bed of the 
stream, and others in the small side val- 
leys that put into it. ..A small gutter, not 
more than a hundred yards long by four 
feet wide and two or three feet deep, was 
pointed out to me as the one where two 
men, William Daly and Perry McCoon, 
had, a short time before, obtained in seven 
days $17,000 worth of gold. 


“Captain Weber informed me that he 
knew that these two men had employed 


You can recreate 1848 very easily as you 
tour this country today. The rivers you 
follow were the settings of action. In but 
a few places, with the exception of the big 
ranches, were there enough tents or brush 
shelters to give the place a name. The 
miners, in most part restless men with 
only the essentials for camping out, were 
prospecting everywhere. Trying their luck, 
moving on, worried with the fear that the 
claim they had found might not be as 
rich as one farther up the river.

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If you want to blend 1849 and ’50 with 
1848, here’s a scene on the American not 
far from the present site of Auburn.

Immediately be- 
neath us the swift river glided tranquilly, 
though foaming still from the great battle 
which, a few yards higher up, it had fought 
with a mass of black obstructing rocks. 
On the banks was a village of canvas that 
the winter rains had bleached to perfec-

tion, and round it the miners were at work 
at every point. Many were waist deep in 
the water, toiling in bands to construct a 
race and dam to turn the river’s course; 
others were entrenched in holes, like grave 
diggers, working down to the ‘bedrock.’ 
Some were on the brink of the stream 
washing out ‘prospects’ from tin pans or 
wooden ‘batteaus’; and others worked in 
company with the long tom, by means of 
water sluices artfully conveyed from the 
river. Many were coyoteing in subter- 
ranean holes from which from time to time 
their heads popped out like those of squir- 
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rels to take a look at the world; and a few 
with drills, dissatisfied with nature’s work, 
were preparing to remove large rocks with 
gunpowder.”

With model you can visualize 
plan, decide how to use space 


Models help solve your planning problems 
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Base is cardboard ruled in half-inch squares. Floor plan marked off and balsa wood 
sill glued to plan. Grooved stud panels fitted over tongue of sill to form walls of house 
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MOST OF US, when we try to decide 
what we want in a home, have difficulty 
visualizing a house from floor plans or 
architectural renderings. Ours isn’t an un- 
usual difficulty. Without help from a 
model that can be seen and studied from 
all angles, even the most skillful architects 
may have trouble plotting traffic lanes, 
door openings, storage space, or furniture 
arrangements for individual rooms. 

But while scale models are a real aid in 
planning, their cost and the skill neces- 
sary to build them have always been out 
of all proportion to their scale. At to- 
day’s high building costs, a model build- 
er’s fee adding 2 per cent or more to the 
cost of the completed structure is a sub- 
stantial amount 

That’s why we have been interested in the 
low-cost materials developed by a young 
San Diego model builder, Clyde A. Becker. 
They now are becoming available in hobby 
shops and model supply stores, sold in kits 
under the name Min-A-Model. 

Building a scale model house with them 
requires only a little more skill than fit- 
ting a child’s construction toys together. 
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Little precise cutting or joining of the 
pieces is required. The small house shown 


here was put together in a few hours by a 
Sunset editor. 
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Only tools required are wood carving knife or razor blade and quick-drying model airplane cement. A. Strips of 
exterior wall “skin” are balsa wood, ;\; inch thick, stamped out on steel dies in redwood, adobe, brick, or wood 
siding textures. B. Wall stud sections strengthened at corners by L-shaped wood key. C. Exposed view of wall D 
directly below showing wood keys, plate, and sill used to hold wall together. ©. Interior wall skin is +g inch thick 
balza painted to resemble plaster walls. Not shown is a knotty pine finish for interior walls or shingle roof textures 











This house is designed to open onto a large 
south terrace. Its covered porch, which 
shields the living-dining area and controls 
summer sun, is as much a part of the house 
as if the glass wall were not there. 

Mr. Becker’s models are adaptable to most 
home plans but are not in accurate scale 
for house walls over 8 feet high. Two-story 
models are put up one story at a time. 
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Windows and doors are available in all 
stock sizes. Extra large windows, doors, 
and glass walls are supplied to order. 
Construction is simplified by pre-cutting 
all pieces into tongue and groove sections. 
A simple system of wood keys and corner 
locks strengthens the sections. Despite its 
light-weight, apparently flimsy balsa wood 
construction, finished model is strong.

Cost of the materials for the house shown 
here was a little over $16. 

All the Min-A-Model materials are scaled 
to a standard 4-foot module. This means 
that all measurements are in multiples of 
2 inches. If floor plan dimensions are 
worked out for the modular scale, cutting 
and fitting of pieces are lessened. Engi- 
neers are now advocating this system as

Windows have transparent plastic panes 
and are available in 36 different stock 
sizes. They slide into place between the 
wall panels in the same way as the doors.

Photo detail above shows how sash keys 
are used to anchor windows in the walls 
It is not necessary to fill the open space 
in the wall below the windows as the gap 
will be covered later when interior and ex- 
terior wall skin are placed. 
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After the construction walls are up, a rib- 
bon of cement is laid down the groove of 
the roof plate and the plate is cemented to 
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the top of the wall. This strengthens the 
structure and makes each wall a complete 
unit which can be lifted from the sill in 
one piece for the next construction step. 
Fitting the exterior and interior walls is 
ordinarily one of the most difficult jobs in 
conventional model building. To simulate 
siding, each strip is laid on separately and 
each strip must be individually fitted to 
openings around windows and doors. 
Painstaking craftsmanship is required to 
insure a completely satisfactory job. Here 
the construction is considerably simpler. 
The wall skin is already the proper height 
and the pattern, whether siding, brick, or 
adobe, is already established. All you need 
do is cut skin to cover the walls and cut 
openings for windows and doors. 





All the openings in a wall can be marked 
on the skin at the same time. The wall is 
removed from the house and placed on top 
the skin. Then the outline of windows or 
door is pressed into the soft balsa skin for 
a cutting pattern as in photo above. 


For planning purposes, you can just as 
well stop a model when its walls are up. 
However, a roof is necessary if you are to 
have a clear picture of the finished ap- 
pearance of a house. 

No pre-cut sections have been developed 
for roof construction, although roofing 
skin similar to wall skin is available. 

The balsa wood roofing comes in shake, 
shingle, and asbestos shingle textures. 
Roof frame and risers must be cut by the 
builder to fit his plan. 











The diagram above shows a simple and 
framing plan used for this model. Tri- 
angular sections of 14 inch thick balsa 
wood were used as rafters and cemented 
to a sheet of heavy cardboard which served 
as a ceiling. The roofing material was 
cemented to the balsa frame. 
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Wooden box begins to look like a house after doors and windows are set into the 
walls. The 4 center panels of glass wall of living room are fixed. Sliding doors are 
at right and left. It is not necessary to fill in under window openings. At this step 
of construction, all walls, windows, and doors are cemented to the roof plate 





Exterior and interior wall skin cover openings under windows, give a finished 
appearance to the model. Interior walls resemble plaster. Exterior is grooved 
and stained to simulate redwood siding. The model is nearly finished enough now 
so that you can plan built-ins and decide how to gain most use from space available 





The roof is built as separate unit. It can be removed so that you can look inside the 
model. Roof construction may require considerable model-making skill. We avoided 
exposed beams, extended ceiling under eaves to strengthen roof and simplify work

When remodeling, consider both 
indoor and outdoor space 


WHEN a house fits the living habits of a 
family, its size makes little difference. 
Here, in the home of Mr. and Mrs. David 
K. Gilmore in San Leandro, California, 
remodeling added only a few feet to the 
total amount of floor space in a fairly 
large, two-story house. But it made all the 
space useful, tying together both house 
and site to satisfy the living needs of the 
Gilmores and their two sons. While re- 
modeling to this extent means complete 
rebuilding of several rooms, installation 
of new plumbing, and major structural 
changes, in this home it is justified by the 
gain in livability.

we're at the beach. But, when carried 
home, such loot is apt to become only 
dust-catching junk. 

Keith Monroe of Sausalito, California, is 
one “beachcomber” who really uses his 
finds. He gives them distinctive settings 
and turns them into modern jewelry. It’s 
not hard, he says, and so we made notes 
on how to turn an aimless collection into 
something interesting and attractive. 
Mr. Monroe picks up all kinds of things 
from the beach—bits of stone and shell, 
glass and wood, scraps of iron, agates and 
stones, even paint scrapings. He discards 
as he goes along, pocketing only those 
pieces with outstanding natural designs. 
These are the combings from which he 
makes his unusual jewelry. 

It isn’t fair, he says, for anyone to dump 
such beachcombing treasures into a dish 
and cover them with water. When one 
lumps all the different finds into an un- 
distinguishable mass, the individual qual- 
ity of each object is lost. Because he pick- 
ed them up as individuals, Monroe thinks 
he ought to preserve the unique quality 
of the scraps and give them the settings 
they deserve. 


COLORS PRESERVED 

An additional reason for setting or fram- 
ing them is to preserve their soft salt wa- 
ter bleach. If they remain unmounted, 
they will be handled, and dust and grease

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will discolor them. Driftwood, white-gray 
with salt water and sea air as it comes 
from the beach, loses its lovely color if it 
is brought home and left to gather up 
household dampness and dirt. Proper 
mounting can prevent the deterioration 
brought on by careless handling. 
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“Your success in mounting or framing an 
object,” says Monroe, “will be measured 
by the respect you have for it. Build your 
design around it; don’t try to adapt your 
treasures to preconceived designs. When 
you have selected your piece, your design 
problem is practically solved. The rest is

The individuality of 
each object is lost in a 
massed aimless collection 
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chiefly a mechanical problem of framing 
the object to best advantage.” 

The “jewel” pictured here is a pendant 
fashioned from a finely perforated frag- 
ment of shell. Mr. Monroe thought the 
shell too heavy for a pin, yet too beauti- 
ful to be left unused. 

The frame is made of strips of silver, 
wrought in three dimensions in order to 
accommodate and protect the shell’s 
curve. Because silver is the easiest metal 
to handle, it is the best for framing pins 
and pendants. 

Monroe kept the frame as simple as pos- 
sible, so that it wouldn’t detract from the 
interest of the shell itself. The shell was 
not changed structurally. 


LET MATERIALS DICTATE 

In some cases, it is wise not to frame a 
piece. “If a piece of wood has a strong 
and active design, a pattern of swirls, for 
instance,” advises the craftsman, “let it 
stay just as it is and simply attach a pin 
back.” 

In all cases, he suggests, change a piece as 
little as possible when you mount it, unless 
you feel capable of improving on nature. 
If you start changing, it’s very easy to 
change too much. 


IRON AND GLASS 

Many pieces are too difficult to treat as 
the fragment of shell has been treated; 
bits of scrap iron, for instance. In this 
‘ase, you can solve the problem by encir- 
cling and holding the piece in a frame. In 
the same way, a piece of glass may be en- 
circled by a spiral of silver which will hold 
the glass lightly but securely and, at the 
same time, will allow the piece to move 
without falling out. 

Iron and copper wire are useful for experi- 
mental designs. When your wire design 
pleases you, it is time to duplicate it in 
more expensive but more malleable silver. 
Monroe’s tools are refinements of home 
equipment. He recommends the blow pipe 
for soldering, a hand drill, and pliers. For 
drilling holes in sandstone, wood, and 
bone, a small drill does the trick. Use a 
pin vise that fits into the chuck of the 
drill. For hard stone, it is necessary to use 
a stiff copper wire that can be secured by 
the chuck. Dip the copper wire in turpen- 
tine and carborundum powder during the 
drilling operation.

Summer heat 
was one problem. An extension of the in- 
side living area was wanted.

The brick floor running the full length 
of the house and carried out beyond the 
roof line of the porch invites full and free 
use of the porch for entertaining, dining,

You can see in the plan how noth- 
ing is allowed to stop the flow of activity 
between the living areas of house, garden.

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THE IDEA that a garden would be bet- 
ter with a piece of sculpture in it has never 
provoked us to hot argument. 

If sculpture had the slightest relationship 
to statues in the old formal garden or to 
elves and dwarfs grinning over a bed of 
daisies, we were all for letting those who 
liked it have it. 
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Recently we had several demonstrations 
of the value of sculpture in the garden. 
They opened our eyes. The idea suddenly 
made a lot of sense. 

If you find a piece of sculpture which ap- 
peals to you strongly—you enjoy having 
it around—put it in the garden. Or build 
a small garden around it. Changing lights

in the garden will give the object more 
life than it can find in any interior. It 
changes with the garden.

THE FUTURE OWNERS of this 
house are a family with two small chil- 
dren.

They are thoroughly sold on the solar 
house idea but insist on complete privacy. 
In addition, they would like to include as 
many advanced ideas in planning as their 
budget permits. 

Although Architect Paul Thiry points 
out that building costs “made the prob- 


lem one of what not to incorporate rather 
than what to incorporate,” he gave the 
family far more than bare functional pro- 
visions for their needs. 

Space was increased without proportional 
increase in cost through the principle of 
the tri-level house. The sleeping wing is 
higher than the living-kitchen area.

Although a part 
of the kitchen, the planting box and glass 
wall give it some of the garden space. 
The living area has the exciting scale of 
a high-ceilinged studio and becomes a part 
of terrace and garden.

Sunset 
readers ask 


IN OUR MAIL each month, certain 
questions reappear at regular intervals. 
Here are the answers to several frequently 


asked by Sunset readers. 


Q. How can inexpensive wooden bowls be 
refinished so that they have the rich luster 
of fine wooden bowls? 

A. One effective way is to remove any 
lacquer with paint remover and then sun 
the bowl for two or three days to take 
away any odor left by the remover. Or 
you can take off lacquer with fine-grain 
sandpaper or steel wool. When the surface 
is cleaned down to the natural wood, rub 
a coating of olive oil into the wood. Then 
every day or two repeat this oiling process 
until the wood takes on a soft sheen. 

If you plan to use the bow] as a salad con- 
tainer, you need to refinish only the in- 
side surface. 


Q. How can brass and copper be treated 
to prevent tarnish from salt air? 

A. There is no permanent treatment for 
copper and brass which will prevent tar- 
nish. Discoloration can be controlled fairly 
well, however, by coating the clean metal 
surfaces periodically with colorless lac- 
quer. Wax will hold off tarnish for a little 
while. It can be applied to the clean metal 
or over the lacquer as soon as it dries. 
When the treated surfaces start to tarnish 
again, the objects should be cleaned thor- 
oughly with lacquer remover and metal 
cleaner and then refinished again with lac- 
quer or lacquer and wax. 


Q. How is chintz attached to wooden win- 
dow shade rollers? 

A. Cut chintz the width of the window, 
allowing about 1% inch on each side for 
the hem, and as long as the window plus 
15 inches. Hem sides. Turn under a 14% 
inch hem at the bottom and slip in a 
wooden slat. Tack the shade to the roller, 
using small brads or tacks, and set in place. 
If the window is wider than the chintz, 
sew the material together with fell seams, 
making sure floral patterns are matched or 
balanced and that the seams are centered. 


Q. What can be done to restore color to 
weathered redwood outdoor furniture? 

A. Remove ragged or worn rope lacings, 
if necessary. Lighten water-stained or 
rust-stained wood surfaces with a bleach- 
ing solution made of 44 ounce of oxalic 
acid crystals dissolved in 1 pint of rubbing 
alcohol. Let dry. Sand roughened places 
smooth. Then brush on a coat of an oil 
base redwood stain. When thorouglily dry, 
replace rope lacings with new cord.

Bring on the color 


ASK A DOZEN painters or contractors 
how to get paint to last on concrete floors 
or garden paving and you’re likely to get 
answers ranging from the flat statement 
“vou can’t” to half-hearted endorsements 
of a score of products. 

Nearly everybody has had trouble of one 
kind or another with painted concrete. 
Ordinary paint peels or blisters and its 
colors fade quickly. 

You can mix color into the concrete itself 
but this isn’t always a guarantee of satis- 
faction. Frequently the slab will be light 
in some spots and dark in others. The 
Portland Cement engineers say that all 
this is unnecessary—that if the concrete is 
laid right to start with, everything will be 
fine. But this doesn’t help a bit if your 
concrete is already down or if you’ve had 
a bad time painting it in the past. 
However, there’s good news for you. Spe- 
cial concrete stains and enamels have been 
developed to take care of the problem. 
And, if you’re planning new concrete work,

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Stains will withstand heavier traffic and 
steady, strong sunlight better than en- 
amels. Stains are less expensive and easier 
to apply. However, stains cannot be used 
on rough surfaces; they have a limited 
color range, and they cannot be applied 
until at least four to six weeks after the 
concrete has been laid. The special en- 
amels can be used on a wider variety of 
concrete surfaces. They guarantee an even 
shade, and are available in a wider color 
range than stains. 

Don’t expect that it will be easy to stain 
or paint a concrete floor so the color will 
last. Experts point out that coloring a 
concrete surface is more difficult than fin- 
ishing a wood surface. 


HOW TO APPLY STAIN 

Staining is accomplished by a chemical re- 
action of the stain solution with the con- 
crete. One product which has been used 
successfully to color garden and terrace 
paving is Kemiko. This gives permanent 
color in a limited range. It is manufactured 
by Rohloff & Co., 918 Northwestern Ave- 
nue, Hollywood, Calif., and is generally 
available in the West. 

Best results are obtained from stains if 
the concrete is relatively new or unleached 
by moisture and if the surface is fairly 
smooth. The concrete should be cured at 
least six weeks, however, to avoid a mot- 
tled color. On uncured. spots of the sur- 
face, for example, the greens will be very 
dark. No matter what you do or how care- 
fully you apply stain, colors may still vary 
somewhat because of differences in density 
of the concrete. For maximum penetra- 
tion of Kemiko stains, waterproofing and 
curing compounds should not be used in 
the concrete. 


Preparing the Concrete Surfaces: 





Clean the surface thoroughly before stain- 
ing. Remove wax and grease with a solu- 
tion of one pound of tri-sodium phos- 
phate, obtainable at any paint store, dis- 
solved in one gallon of warm water. Scrub 
with a stiff fiber brush and flush with 
clear water. To remove old paint: mix one 
can of lye with a gallon of water. Go at 
this slowly so that the lye solution won’t 
foam up and spatter on your skin or 
clothes. Pour the solution over the con- 
crete. After soaking the surface with this 
solution for one hour, scrub thoroughly 
and flush with clean water. Let dry. The 
paint should now come off easily. Repeat 
if necessary. Caution: wear rubber gloves, 


galoshes or rubber shoes, and protect your 
eyes with glasses while mixing, applying, 
or cleaning with lye solutions. 


Staining the Surface: 

Pour part of the stain into a wood, glass, 
or earthenware, but not metal, container. 
Brush stain on surface quickly, brushing 
gently over the foaming area until, after a 
few seconds, the bubbling ceases. Don’t 
spread additional stain over the area after 
foaming ends. 








Brush well back into wet areas just stained 
to avoid lap marks. Keep a wet edge. Use 








smooth, even strokes. When you have com- 
pleted a relatively large area but before 
the stain begins to dry, smooth out any 
puddles by brushing over the entire wet 
area once more. 








Let the first coat stand eight hours, or less 
if it becomes dry; then repeat the process 
exactly with the second coat. After the 
second coat stands eight hours, or is dry, 
mop the surface thoroughly with fresh 
cool water, or wet-scrub it with a stiff 
brush, then flush with a hose to remove 
residue. You won’t have to do this be- 
tween stain coats; only between stain and 
finish coats. 


Applying the Finish Coat: 

Spread on the finish coat with a lamb’s 
wool applicator or folded cheesecloth. The 
finish coat is an emulsion developed by 
Kemiko for stained or integrally colored 
concrete. It is made to withstand heavy 
traffic, rain, and intense sunlight. A gallon 
should cover approximately 800 square 
feet. Use color of the finish to correspond 
with the stain. 

Stain coverage varies with porosity of the 
concrete, but usually one gallon provides 
two coats for about 200 square feet.

Crux of the paint problem is this: All con- 
crete contains alkali. Concrete absorbs 
moisture like a sponge if the slab is not 
waterproofed when it is laid. Moisture 
seeping through, particularly where the 
concrete is laid next to the ground, carries 
alkali to the exposed surface. The alkali 
solution reacts with the conventional oil 
paints in such a way as to form soap. This 
saponification results in softening and 
non-drying, and the paint cracks, peels or 
wears off quickly.

Special concrete paints and enamels have 
been developed to help lick the alkali- 
moisture problem.

It comes in 
a range of 30 colors and can be applied 
directly to fresh concrete. It dries quickly 
and gives reasonable traffic wear. 

HOW TO USE 

The method of applying chlorinated-rub- 
ber base enamels depends upon whether 
bare or formerly painted concrete is to be 
covered. In both cases, concrete must be 
prepared for the enamel. Prepare bare con- 
crete floors as follows: 

Flush the surface with hot water and then 
spread evenly 1 to 2 pounds of sodium 
metasilicate, available at paint stores un- 
der various trade names, for 100 square 
feet. Allow this to remain on the floor for 
5 to 10 minutes. Then scrub with a stiff 
fiber brush or sturdy broom. Rinse with 
clear water. Sweep off the excess. 

The next step is etching. You can begin 
this while the surface is still damp. For 
etching, get commercial grade 32 per cent 


muriatic acid from hardware or paint store. 
Mix 1 part of the acid with 2 parts of tap 
water to get the proper 10 per cent con- 
centration. One gallon of diluted acid 
should etch approximately 300 to 500 
square feet. Caution: Miz in enamelware, 
wooden bucket, or stone crock, but not in 
metal. Wear rubber gloves, galoshes or 
rubber shoes, and protect your eyes with 
glasses while mixing and applying. 





Pour the diluted acid over the surface and 
brush it vigorously with a long-handled 
brush. After the acid ceases to bubble, go 
over any remaining smooth spots with 
full-strength acid until all sheen disap- 
pears. The concrete should have a uni- 
form, open-faced granular texture similar 
to that of fine sandpaper. When all bub- 
bling ceases, rinse with tap water. Let the 
floor dry. 

It is now ready for painting. Brush on 
two coats of enamel. The first.should be 
thinned about 10 per cent with its own 
special thinner, as chlorinated-rubber base 
paints aren’t soluble in regular paint thin- 
ners. Brush on the second coat full 
strength approximately 24 hours later. If 
you expect heavy traffic, add a third coat. 
After applying two coats, let the floor dry 
48 hours before using it; after three coats, 
allow 72 hours for drying time. 


HOW TO ENAMEL OVER 

OLD-PAINT SURFACES 

Where ordinary oil paints have been used, 
you must first remove them before chlor- 
inated-rubber base paints can be brushed 
on, as the latter contain strong solvents 
that will lift the old coatings. 





Loose and scaling paint should be scraped 
and wire-brushed. To make the job easier, 
dissolve 6 heaping tablespoonfuls of corn- 
starch in 3 quarts of warm water. Then 
dissolve 1 can of lye in a gallon of cold 
tap water, being careful not to spatter 
skin or clothes with the lye. Then pour 
the lye mixture into the cornstarch solu- 
tion. Stir to prevent lumpiness. Swab on 
with an old brush. After it dries you should 
be able to scrape off the paint easily with 
a knife, wire brush, or steel wool. Repeat 
if necessary.

The floor must next be etched, following 
etching instructions already given. After 
etching, as soon as the floor is dry, you are 
ready to begin painting. Use two coats of 
conerete enamel. Thin the first coat 10 
per cent with special thinner to make it 
stick better. 

Compared with the cost of ordinary oil 
paints, you'll find the initial cost of chlor- 
inated-base enamel paints may be quite 
high. But the manufacturers claim you'll 
level out this initial expense by lower-cost- 
per-year maintenance. 





TWO METHODS OF COLORING 

You also can get good results from either 
one of two methods generally used for per- 
manently coloring the surface of concrete 
as it is laid. Adding color is a simple op- 
eration but a tricky one. If you’re doing 
your own concrete work, be exact with the 
proportion of material in the mix. Other- 
wise the color will be uneven. 

One method of doing the job is to lay a 
colored concrete topping on a natural con- 
crete sub-base. The second method is sim- 
pler; the color is dusted on the surface of 
new concrete. It is then worked into the 
surface with a wood float. 

You have a choice of about eight color 
pigments. All are mineral oxides—some 
natural and some manufactured. If you 
wish bright colors, manufactured pigments 
are best. Natural pigments give duller 
colors. Manufactured pigments cost more. 
No matter how you do the job, depth of 
color depends upon the proportion of pig- 
ment to cement. For topping, use 5 to 9 
pounds of color per 94-pound sack of ce- 
ment. For dust-on mix, use 10 to 20 pounds 
of color per sack of cement. You get lighter 
shades by using less pigment. You can get 
different shades by mixing pigments. 
Always use high grade aggregates as near 
the color desired as possible. For maxi- 
mum clearness and color brightness, use 
white cement or a mixture of white and 
natural gray cement. 

The difficult part of the job comes in mix- 
ing the cement and color. You have to be 
downright finicky about this, or you won’t 
get uniform color. For small jobs you may 
be better off buying colored ready-mix 
concrete. In many places this is not avail- 
able, however. If you do the mixing your- 
self, first measure out quantities and do it 
accurately, particularly where work re- 
quires several batches. Even a slight va- 
riation in amounts of pigment and water 
is likely to cause considerable difference 
in the final color. 

Mix the cement and color pigment through 
a screen with 14-inch mesh. Pass the mate- 
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rials through the screen as many times as 
necessary and until the mix looks uniform 
in color. The reason for all this fussiness is 
that the pigment doesn’t dye the cement; 
it merely forms a coating around the ce- 
ment particles. You have to mix it until 
each particle is coated with color. It’s a 
good idea to lay sample panels and give 
them time to cure under the same condi- 
tions you'll have on the job. Wipe them 
with a rag dipped in equal parts of paraf- 
fin oil and benzine to bring out the color. 





DUST-ON COLOR 

The dust-on method does not give as deep 
color but is easier to do and will give sat- 
isfactory color to concrete in ordinary use 
around a house. Standard proportions for 
dust-on mix are 1 part cement and 1 to 
114 parts of sand. Mix cement and color 
together first. The amount of pigment re- 
quired will vary from 10 to 15 pounds per 
sack of cement for dark colors and 15 to 
20 pounds per sack of cement for light 
colors. Measure all materials carefully and 
be sure the same amounts are used in each 
batch. No water is needed. Mix dry. 


HOW TO HANDLE 

After the concrete base has been leveled 
and surface water removed, spread the 
dust-on color mixture evenly over the sur- 
face of the slab. Use not less than 125 
pounds of the dry mix for each 100 square 
feet of surface. 

Work the mix into the surface of the slab 
with a wood float. Discontinue floating 
when the surface becomes wet. Then stop 
for a while and when the water sheen pro- 
duced by floating has practically disap- 
peared, give the surface a light going over 
with a steel trowel. The fewer strokes re- 
quired to smooth the surface, the better. 


HOW TO HANDLE TOPPING 

Standard proportions for topping mix are 
1 part cement, 11% parts sand, and 1144 
parts clean pea gravel or crushed stone. 
Cement and color pigments are combined 
before the concrete is mixed. Use not more 
than 5 gallons of water per sack of cement 
and dry aggregates. You want topping 
as stiff as possible but still workable. 
For garden paving, walks, or driveways, 
you can lay the colored topping over the 
concrete base course before it hardens. 
This way you get a good bond. 

The topping layer should be about 1% inch 
thick. As soon as it is placed, level it with 
a strikeboard and smooth the surface with 
a wood float.

New book explains the solar house 


IF YOU HAVE questions about the use 
of large glass areas in the walls of your 
home, get a copy of the book, Your Solar 
House. Simon and Schuster. $3.00. Paper- 
bound copies are available at $1.00. 

The book contains 49 sets of plans and 
drawings by 49 of America’s leading archi- 
tects and a discussion of almost every 
question that has been raised concerning 
the glass-walled house. 

We would have found the book more help- 
ful if more Western architects had been 
used rather than forcing the impartial se- 
lection of one architect to a state. 
Although the book was prepared under the 
supervision of the Libbey, Owens, Ford 
Glass Company, no attempt has been 
made to change or direct the reeommenda- 
tions of the architect. The result is some- 
what confusing and the reader will find it 
necessary to weigh the findings of each of 
the architects in relation to the locality 
each serves—its climate and architectural 
background. 

For example, California Architect Harwell 
Hamilton Harris seemingly contradicts 
every other page in the book by facing his 
large glass areas to the north. He writes: 
“Direct sunlight reaches each room in the 
house through a continuous band of win- 
dows in the roof on the south and east 
sides. eee 

“The view is on the shady side of the 
house. The sun is behind you. The sun 
falls on the back of your neck instead of 
in your eyes.” 

“Light from the roof windows spreads 
evenly over the entire interior, illuminat- 
ing the tops of objects as well as their 
sides. . . . The shape of the interior is 
changed. Light entering through the roof 
has given height—an extension upward— 
to the interior. In contrast is the effect of 
the view windows, giving it breadth and 
extension outward. . . . With the intro- 
duction of light from overhead and on at 
least two sides, there is a loss of solidity 
Effects of weight give way to lightness and 
airiness.” 

Washington house, designed by Architect 
Paul Thiry, is featured on page 40 of this 
issue of Sunset. 

The value of the book is not dependent 
upon the discussion of glass. All factors 
that make for good planning are explored. 
You'll find answers to problems in orienta- 
tion, storage, expandable space, bath- 
rooms, kitchens, and outdoor living. 

This book is not unmindful of the disad- 
vantages connected with large glass areas 
and makes no attempt to minimize them.

Open fireplaces 


NON-RECESSED or open fireplaces are 
rapidly becoming increasingly, and deserv- 
edly, popular. 

In combination rooms, living-dining, din- 
ing-kitchen, or study-living-dining, the 
advantage of a fire that can be seen from 
more than one angle is obvious.

Illustrated here are variations of the open 
fireplace with a diagram of a typical open 
fire hood assembly. 
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Hooded fireplace backed against free- 
standing masonry wall is shown above. 
Whether used this way, or conventionally 
against solid wall of room, hooded fire- 
places are coming into their own. All nec- 
essary fireplace parts are concealed under 
metal hood leading to flue. 








In this variation of free-standing fireplace, 
omitting both sides and back, fire is visible 
from all four sides. Metal pipes support 
masonry. While appearance of open fire- 
place is dramatic when fire is burning, its 
prominence may be a handicap when the 
pleasing, warming effect of flames is gone 
and all that is left of the fire are cold, 
dead ashes.

It’s rhubarb time 





TO MANY FAMILIES, the tonic taste 
of rhubarb still means that winter’s over. 
Perhaps the habits of past generations, 
who lived before fresh-frozen foods were 
available in all seasons, account for the 
welcome given rhubarb in the spring. 

The forced variety offered in the markets 
is more succulent and tender than the 
stalks you'll harvest later in your own 
vegetable garden. 


PREPARING RHUBARB 

Wash rhubarb stalks in cold water but do 
not peel. Cut off the green leaves. Cut 
stalks into lengths of 3 or 4 inches. Use a 
sharp knife and cut on the slant so the 
skin will not tear. The skin keeps the 
pieces plump during cooking and also holds 
their shape and color. 


RHUBARB SAUCE 

Baking method 

Baking will retain the color, full flavor, 
and juice of rhubarb. Use 1 cup sugar for 
every 2 pounds of rhubarb, about 8 cups 
when cut up. Place in a baking dish and 
stir well to combine. Cover tightly and 
bake in a slow oven (325°) about 20 to 25 
minutes. Remove cover and continue bak- 
ing 1% hour longer, until tender. Makes 4 
to 5 servings. 

Baking method with syrup 

Here is another method of baking for 
those who like to use a little water—a 
good idea when the rhubarb is dry. For 
every pound of rhubarb, about 4 cups, dis- 
solve 1 cup sugar in 14 cup hot water. Let 
syrup cool and pour over rhubarb pieces 
in a baking dish. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350°) about 30 minutes or until tender. 





Simmering method 

For simmered rhubarb, wash, trim, and 
cut rhubarb into 1-inch lengths. Place in 
a saucepan, allowing 3 tablespoons water 
for every pound of rhubarb. Thin lemon 
slices may be added, if desired. Cover and 
gently cook until tender, about 5 minutes. 
Add 1% to %4 cup sugar, stir carefully, and 
cook until sugar is dissolved. Cool. One 
pound makes 4 servings. 


QUICK RHUBARB BETTY 

If you use a shallow baking dish, the rhu- 
barb will cook quickly while the topping 
browns. Serve with a Hard Sauce made by 


beating together 1 cup softened butter 
or margarine, 1 cup confectioners’ sugar, 
and 1 tablespoon orange juice. Chill until 
cold, but not hard. 
cup day-old bread crumbs 
cups diced rhubarb 
V2 cup raisins 

Juice and grated peel of | orange 
Y2 cup sugar 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
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Place half the bread crumbs in the bottom 
of a buttered baking dish. Add rhubarb, 
raisins, and orange peel and juice. Sprin- 
kle with sugar and remaining crumbs; dot 
with butter. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350°) for 25 minutes. Makes 4 servings. 


BAKED RHUBARB PUDDING 
This dessert is really just another kind of 
cobbler—a combination of rich crust and 
juicy cooked fruit. Use strawberries with 
rhubarb for a flavor change. 
4 cups rhubarb, cut in 1-inch pieces 
cups sugar 
egg, beaten 
cups sifted all-purpose flour 
teaspoons baking powder 
tablespoon sugar 
teaspoon salt 
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4% cup shortening 

% cup milk 
Combine rhubarb, sugar, and egg; pour 
into a buttered baking dish. Sift together 
remaining dry ingredients. Cut in shorten- 
ing until very fine. Add milk and mix to a 
soft dough. Drop by spoonfuls on top of 
the rhubarb mixture. Bake in a moderately 
hot oven (400°) for 25 minutes, or until 
done. Serve warm with whipped or pour 
cream. Makes 8 servings. 


JELLIED RHUBARB SALAD 

Serve small molds of this salad on crisp 
watercress, and top with a tart mayon- 
naise. Use it to accompany meat or fish.

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Sift dry ingredients together into a bowl. 
Cut in shortening until finely blended. 
Mix in rhubarb. Add milk and mix with a 
fork to a soft dough. Drop by spoonfuls 
into greased muffin cups, filling them 24 
full. Bake in a hot oven (450°) for 25 min- 
utes. Serve hot with Orange Sauce. Makes 
6 puffs. 

Orange Sauce: Mix 2 tablespoons flour 
and 11% cups sugar. Add 1 cup water, and 
grated peel and juice of 2 oranges; stir well. 
Bring to a boil, stirring constantly, and 
cook until smooth and thickened. Add 1 
tablespoon butter and beat with a rotary 
egg beater. Serve hot. 


RHUBARB JAM 

Because of its tart flavor and positive 
color, rhubarb makes admirable jam. For 
a simple spread, cut unpeeled rhubarb 
into %-inch pieces, then measure and 
combine with 3 cups sugar to each 4 cups 
rhubarb. Place in a preserving kettle and 





boil until jam is cooked to desired thick- 
ness. Pour into sterilized jars and seal. 
Pineapple Rhubarb Jam: Combine 6 cups 
cut-up rhubarb, 2 cups grated pineapple, 
and 7 cups sugar. Cook until thickened. 
Strawberry-Rhubarb Jam: Combine 4 
cups strawberries, 4 cups cut-up rhubarb, 
and 7 cups sugar. Cook until thickened. 


FLAVOR WAYS WITH RHUBARB 
Rhubarb Dip: Add 4 cup strawberry or 
raspberry jam to 2 cups hot sweetened 
cooked rhubarb sauce. Stir well to blend, 
and cool. Place a spoonful of the dip in a 
sherbet glass and top with tapioca cream 
or soft custard. Or use it as a sauce over 
ice cream or pudding.

Rhubarb Baste: If cooked rhubarb is too 
juicy, strain off the excess liquid and use it 
to baste roast pork or ham. 


Rhubarb Cocktail: Pour rhubarb juice 
over crushed ice in a small glass. Fill glass 
half full of ginger ale or orange juice for 
a cooling drink. 
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Rhubarb Relish: Cut rhubarb into 2- or 
3-inch lengths and place in an oblong bak- 
ing dish. Sprinkle with sugar and cinna- 
mon, and add 3 or 4 whole cloves. Add 
just enough mild cider vinegar to cover 
the bottom of the dish. Bake as usual, un- 
til tender, without stirring. Chill before 
serving as a relish with pork or leg of

Why avocados are appearing in Western menus more frequently 





AVOCADOS have a universal appeal— 
they are preferred to pablum by many of 
the high-chair set, and they are smart 
enough for the gourmet, yet they’re down- 
right delicious to all of us in between. The 
fact that they are loaded with energy, 
vitamins, and minerals is a plus feature 
that the cook can keep to herself. 


SELECTION 

Although there are many types and sizes 
of avocados on the market, they may be 
divided into two general groups. The win- 
ter fruit is thin skinned, medium to dark 
green in color, and varied in size. It is 
available through the winter and spring 
months. The summer avocado has a thicker 
skin with a pebbly rough surface, dark 
green to almost black in color. 

Avocados mature on the tree, but they do 
not soften until after they are picked. 
Choosing an avocado that has reached just 
the right degree of softness requires ex- 
perience on your part or the advice of your 
market man. To tell when the fruit is soft 
enough to eat, hold it between cupped 
hands and press very gently. If the flesh 
gives slightly, it is ready to serve. Don’t 
pinch or poke, for you will bruise the fruit.

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RIPENING AND REMOVING SKIN 

Once purchased, ripe avocados should be 
eaten that same day, or kept in a not-too- 
cold place in the refrigerator for the fol- 
lowing day. Firm avocados will soften in 
a few days at room temperature. For easy 
handling, avocados are cut in half length- 
wise, then separated by a slight twisting 
motion. Instead of peeling with a‘ knife, 
slip the skin from each half by gentle pull- 
ing. Lift out the seed with the point of a 
sharp knife. To preserve the fresh color of 
the fruit, sprinkle with a little lime or 
lemon juice. 


SALADS 

Avocados have a natural affinity for sal- 
ads. They are most attractive in color and 
appearance, need no preliminary attention 
to make them edible, and their flavor com- 
bines happily with many other foods. The 
simplest salad, and one that’s hard to sur- 
pass, is an avocado half on a bed of greens, 
served with a wedge of lemon or well-fla- 
vored French dressing. In some tropical 
countries, avocados are served with a 
spoonful of rum or brandy and sometimes 
a dusting of confectioners’ sugar instead 
of French dressing.

More elaborately, the avocado half may 
be filled with: 
...Chopped green onions and celery, top- 
ped with a wedge of tomato, oil and vine- 
gar dressing over all. 

.Cottage cheese mixed with chives or 
caraway seeds; serve French dressing. 

. .Softened cream cheese with any one of 
these — minced capers, chopped celery. 
green pepper, sweet pickles, green or ripe 
olives, minced pimiento, or grated pine- 
apple. Serve with mayonnaise. 

...Crab, shrimp, tuna, or other seafood, 
mixed with celery and your favorite cock- 
tail sauce. 

...Orange or grapefruit segments, alone 
or in combination, with a French or fruit 
salad dressing. 

...Melon balls, marinated in equal por- 
tions of lime or lemon juice and honey; or 
in French dressing, or white wine. 


GRAPEFRUIT-AVOCADO SALAD 

The layers of this molded salad are made 
in two parts. Each half of the gelatin base 
is combined with its share of the ingredi- 
ents before the whole salad is assembled. 
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Hurry the firming of the bottom layer by 
placing it in the coldest part of the refrig- 
erator. If the gelatin for the second layer 
sets, melt it down again over hot water. 
1 tablespoon plain unflavored gelatin 
Y% cup cold water 
1 cup hot water 
4 tablespoons lemon juice 
Y% cup sugar 
Y2 teaspoon salt 
1 (3 oz.) package cream cheese, softened

AVOCADO WITH ROQUEFORT DRESSING 
Serve this salad for a spring luncheon— 
wonderful with tiny hot biscuits or crisp 
golden brown popovers. 

Cut 2 avocados in half, lengthwise, and 
remove seeds. Sprinkle fruit with lemon 
juice and salt. Place on salad plates, gar- 
nished with crisp greens, and fill each shell 
with about 14 cup diced pineapple. Serve 
with Roquefort Dressing: Combine 14 cup 
salad oil, 3 tablespoons vinegar, 14 tea- 
spoon salt, 1 teaspoon sugar, and a little 
freshly ground black pepper. Shake well 
to blend.

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dishes. Cut the fruit in half lengthwise 
and remove seed. Do not peel. Fill halves 
with a creamed mixture, place in a shallow 
baking pan; add about 4 inch hot water. 
Bake in a moderately slow oven (325°) for 
15 minutes. Serve at once. Always bear in 
mind that high or prolonged heat destroys 
the delicate flavor of avocados. All you 
need to do is heat the fruit through. 

Here are recipes for two creamed mixtures 
that may be baked in avocado halves. If 
the seed cavities of the avocados are not 
large enough, scoop out a little of the fruit 
and add to the filling mixture. 

Curried Shrimp or Chicken Filling: Sauté 
2 tablespoons chopped onion and 1 clove 
garlic in about 3 tablespoons butter or 
margarine until the onion is limp and yel- 
low; remove garlic. Blend in 3 tablespoons 
flour and 1 teaspoon curry powder. Add 
14 cup each milk and water gradually, 
stirring constantly to make a smooth sauce. 
Add 1 bouillon cube; taste and adjust salt 
and pepper content. Stir in 114 cups bro- 
ken shrimp or diced chicken. Put into 6 
avocado halves which have been sprinkled 
with lemon juice, and bake. 

Tuna-Corn Filling: Lightly brown 2 table- 
spoons chopped onion in 2 tablespoons 
butter or margarine. Blend in 2 table- 
spoons flour; gradually add 2 cups tomato 
juice, stirring constantly to make a smooth 
sauce. Season to taste with salt and pep- 
per; stir in 4% cup grated cheese. Add 34 
cup whole kernel corn and 1 cup flaked 
tuna. Put into 6 avocado halves and bake.

AVOCADO ICE CREAM 


It’s wholly unusual—exotic, we would say 
—this frozen avocado custard. Sieve the 
avocado just before folding it into the 
half-frozen custard to keep its delicate 
color. If you wish, a few drops of green 
vegetable coloring may be added to step 
up the shade, but be careful not to make 
it too intense. 


2 egg yolks 
3% cup sugar 
Ve teaspoon salt 
cups milk 
V2 teaspoon almond extract 
2V2 cups sieved avocado pulp 
V3 cup shredded coconut 
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In the top of the double boiler beat egg 
yolks slightly; add 4% cup of the sugar, 
salt, and milk.

Remove from 
heat; add almond flavoring. Cool. Pour 
into freezing tray of automatic refrig- 
erator; freeze until mushy; remove to bow] 
and beat well. Fold in avocado and coco- 
nut which have been combined with re- 
maining 4% cup sugar.

Add a little lemon juice to the 
avocado before spreading it on thin slices 
of trimmed bread. For heartier sandwiches 
make the club type, using for triple-decker 
fillings sliced peeled tomatoes, sliced avo- 
cado, and crisp bacon. Use watercress and 
ripe olives as garnishes when serving. 
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@ Carrots have a different flavor when 
you cook them till tender in very little 
boiling salted water—then sprinkle them 
with a bit of chopped parsley and a last- 
minute dash of Heinz Vinegar.

WAYS WITH AVOCADOS 
AND CHERIMOYAS 


When a lady has a garden of sub-tropical 
fruits and a flair for adventure in cooking, 
something special should happen in the de- 
partment of good eating. And it does in 
the kitchen of Mrs. H. F. Pierce of Santa 
Barbara. Here are a few of her notes on 
avocado and cherimoya. 


AVOCADO SLAW 

Shred cabbage with a shaving motion of 
a sharp knife; cut celery in the same way. 
In equal amounts, combine celery, diced 
avocado, and chopped apple. Add this 
mixture to about twice as much cabbage. 
For a dressing combine in the top of a 
double boiler 1 egg, 4% teaspoon mustard, 
1% teaspoon salt, 1 tablespoon sugar, 2 
tablespoons vinegar, and 3 tablespoons 
water. Cook until it reaches custard con- 
sistency; cool and combine with slaw. A 
small amount of sour cream is an effec- 
tive addition. 


AVOCADO MOLE 

This is the Mexican Guacamole, served as 
a cocktail spread, with different kinds of 
crackers. If it is thinned it may be used as 
a salad dressing; thickened, it may be 
floated on soup. 

To 1 medium-sized avocado whipped with 
a fork, add 3 tablespoons lemon juice, 4% 
teaspoon salt, and about 2 teaspoons 
grated onion. 


CHERIMOYA DESSERTS 

Cherimoyas are at their delicious best 
when served perfectly ripened, cut in half, 
and garnished with lime juice. Spoon fruit 
out of the rind. 

A simple dessert may be concocted in this 
way: Select 5 or 6 ripe cherimoyas. Spoon 
the fruit part into a bowl and chill. Put 
the seedy pulp through a sieve to separate 
out the seeds. 

To this pulp add 1% cup lime juice, ¥% cup 
water, and 4% cup sugar. Pour the slightly 
thickened creamy dressing over the fruit. 
Makes 6 servings. 

Cherimoya Sherbet: Boil 134 cups sugar 
and 2 cups water for 5 minutes. Remove 
from heat and add 4% teaspoon plain, un- 
flavored gelatin which has been softened 
in a little cold water, 1 tablespoon lemon 
juice, 2 cups cherimoya pulp, and a pinch of 
salt. Cool. Fold in 4% cup cream whipped 
until stiff. Pour into refrigerator tray and 
freeze, stirring occasionally.

PINEAPPLE UPSIDE- 
DOWN CAKE 
The fact that we especially like the Island 
of Kauai does not reflect on the beauty 
of main Hawaii or any other island in 
the Pacific. Kauai just seems to deserve 
the name of the Garden Island. But preju- 
dice has no bearing on our opinion of this 
recipe for Pineapple Upside-down Cake 
sent to us by Mrs. Rachel Arinoga of 
Lihue, Kauai. The recipe shows a well- 
thought-out balance of ingredients. Nei- 
ther too sweet nor too rich, it makes an 
ideal ending for a meal or a special some- 
thing to serve when you entertain. 
This is the way the cake is made: 
In a heavy 9-inch skillet or heavy pan stir 
together over heat until just melted: 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

Y2 cup brown sugar 
Remove from heat and spread the mix- 
ture evenly over the bottom of the pan; 
cool slightly. Over the surface arrange 
drained pineapple rings, either whole, or 
sliced across to make them thinner. Or you 
may use about 1 cup well-drained crushed 
pineapple. Set aside while the cake batter 
is being made. 
Rub together until soft and light: 

V3 cup butter or margarine 

24 cup sugar 

V2 teaspoon vanilla 
Add to the side of bowl: 

1 egg 

Beat with a rotary beater. 
Sift together onto a piece of waxed paper: 

12 cups sifted cake flour 

1¥2 teaspoons baking powder 

Vg teaspoon salt 
Add to batter alternately with: 

V2 cup milk 
Beat batter until it is smooth and light. 
Pour carefully over fruit in skillet. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350°) for about 50 
minutes or until done. Remove from oven, 
let stand for a few minutes, then turn out 
on serving plate. Serve warm with or with- 
out whipped cream.

Date-Nut Ice Cream: Stir 24, cup chopped 
dates and 14 cup broken nut meats into 1 
quart slightly softened vanilla ice cream. 
Add % teaspoon grated orange peel and 2 
tablespoons brandy. Pour into freezing 
tray and let stand for about an hour or 
until firm. 

Peanut Butter Ice Cream: Blend 24 cup 
peanut butter with 1 quart slightly soft- 
ened ice cream. Mix well and freeze. 
Spiced Frozen Custard: Blend 1 cup apple 
butter with 1 quart slightly softened va- 
nilla ice cream. Mix well and freeze. This 
has the consistency of frozen custard.

The Art of Cooking... by men... for men 


IF YOU have ever attempted to judge 
recipes by simply reading them, you know 
how difficult it is to detect the important 
trifle on which the success of the dish re- 
volves. Many inexperienced cooks, and 
sometimes a chef, will scatter a few false 
clues through the recipe. The false clue 
generally shows up in an affected twist in 
some part of the procedure. 

The experienced chef is never superior to 
the importance of a special vinegar or a 
special combination of varieties of greens 
in preparing a salad. But he seldom places 
any importance upon the startling depart- 
ure from time-honored procedures. 
Behind every recipe there is a system of 
food preparation that is as basic as a geo- 
metric equation. Additions and substitu- 
tions can be made to suit personal taste 
or to use available foods, but the under- 
lying scheme cannot be changed. 

As you read the following recipe you will 
see more than one item which could be 
classed as a culinary affectation. The stir- 
ring of the sauce with a wooden salad fork 
and the wiping of the fish with adamp cloth 
attest to Chef Melrose’s attention to de- 
tail but have nothing to do with the del- 
icacy and fine nuances of rare flavor he 
produces in his recipe. He claims that the 
recipe evolved while trying to duplicate 
the sauce served over the Rex Sole at The 
Manger in San Francisco. 


POACHED FILLET OF PETRALE 
SOLE WITH SAFFRON SAUCE 
1 tablespoon butter 
4 large fillets of Petrale sole 
Milk and water 
Butter a medium-sized shallow baking 
pan. Wipe the fillets well with a damp 
cloth, and place in the baking dish. Cover 
with equal parts of milk and water. Bake 
uncovered in a moderate oven (350° to 
875°) about 25 to 30 minutes or until 
tender. While the sole is in the oven make 
the following sauce: 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
1 cup cream (half and half) 
1 cup clam juice 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
VW cup dry Vermouth 
Salt to taste 
V4 teaspoon powdered saffron 
1 cup small cooked shrimp 
Mix butter and flour well in the top dou- 
ble boiler with a wooden salad fork. Place 


over boiling water. Heat cream and clam 
juice to the boiling point and add gradu- 
ally to butter and flour, stirring con- 
stantly. (Having liquids hot will prevent 
a lumpy sauce.) Keep stirring until sauce 
is well mixed. Add lemon juice and Ver- 
mouth and blend well. Salt to taste. Let 
this set for about 5 minutes over briskly 
boiling water. Turn the heat low. Add 
saffron and mix into the sauce, using 
rotary beater if necessary. Add shrimp; let 
stand over boiling water a few minutes 
longer. When fish is done, remove from the 
baking dish to a hot platter. Pour the 
sauce over the fillets and serve immedi- 


ately. Serves 4.

Force mixture through food 
mill or sieve, into a large bowl. When cool, 
place both ham and sauce in refrigerator 
for next day. Before serving, cut ham in 
very thin slices. Place between two plates 
in low oven to heat. 
Skim all but 14 of fat from the sauce and 
heat thoroughly. Make toast. Place sev- 
eral thin slices of ham on toast; pour heat- 
ed sauce over each and serve as open-faced 
sandwiches. Accompany with hot, fluffy 
rice or sweet potatoes.

EXPERIENCED cooks in the kitchen 
know their pans by trial and error, and 
can usually judge the size to be used by 
the amount of batter to be baked, and by 
knowledge in advance as to the way the 
food is supposed to turn out. Those less 
experienced will find it well to follow these 
simple rules for measuring. 

Most tested recipes give the size of the 
pan. The accepted way to measure bak- 
ing utensils includes the top inside dimen- 
sions and the inside perpendicular depth. 
These are made to the nearest quarter 
inch. Casseroles are measured by quart 
capacity. Manufacturers soon may put 
out standard-sized pans, with dimensions 
stamped on the bottom. 





Round Cake Pan (Layer Type): Measure 
across top. Most common size 8 inches in 
diameter; also comes in 9- and 10-inch 
sizes. Depth 1144 to 1% inches. 


Square Cake Pan (Layer Type): Measure 
across top. Most common size 8 by 8 
inches. Depth is 114 to 1% inches. 


Square Cake Pan (Loaf Type): Measure 
across the top. Most common size 8 by 8 
inches; also comes in 7- and 9-inch sizes. 
Depth is 2 inches. 


Tube Cake Pan: Measure across top. Most. 
common size is 10 inches in diameter. 
Depth is 4 inches. For a cooling help the 
pan should have a long tube or side lugs 
to hold it up from the surface as it is 
turned upside down. 


Loaf Pan: Measure across the top. Most 
common size, 9 by 5 inches. Depth is about 
3 inches. 


Muffin Pans: Cups are placed in sets of 6 
or 8 to a pan. Indicated as small, medium, 
and large. 


Pie Pan: Measure across top, inside rim 
to outside rim. Most common size 9 inches; 
also available in 8 and 10 inches. Depth 
is 1144 inches. 


Casseroles: Measure by quart amounts. 
To determine size of casserole fill to hold- 
ing capacity with water, then pour into 
measuring unit,

IT’S OUR GUESS that by the time 
a mother gets around to giving a party for 
teenagers she has an accurate idea of the 
power of their appetites. 

Their preferences in party food and drink 
are definite and frankly stated. The va- 
riety is not so necessary as the quantity, 
neither does it need to be elaborate nor 
time-consuming to prepare. To lessen con- 
fusion on the day of the party you can 
prepare in advance some dishes and re- 
heat them just before serving. 

Here are two delicious versions of the 
hamburger that require no last-minute 
frying or broiling. 


BARBECUED BEEF BUNS 

You will like the convenience of this type 
of barbecue sandwich because there is no 
last minute frying or broiling. Make up 
the mixture at your convenience and re- 
heat it just before using. The flavors will 
blend and improve during this period. 

In a heavy skillet, sauté 3 tablespoons 
chopped onion in a little shortening: add 
] pound ground beef and brown evenly, 
stirring occasionally to separate. When it 
is about half done, sprinkle with 1 tea- 
spoon salt; continue cooking. Blend to- 
gether the contents of a can of tomato 
hot sauce, 2 tablespoons eatsup, ¥ tea- 
spoon chili powder (more if you wish a 
hotter tasting dish), 2 tablespoons brown 
sugar, 1 teaspoon dry mustard, 3 table- 
spoons lemon juce, and 1 teaspoon corn- 
starch. Stir into meat mixture; add 1 cup 
diced celery. Simmer about 10 minutes. 
When ready to serve, heat slowly before 
dipping large spoonfuls of the barbecue 
mixture over heated, split buns. Makes 


10 to 12 generous servings. 


OPEN-FACED CHEESEBURGERS 

Another prepared-ahead bun filler can be 
made this way: Brown 1 pound ground 
beef with 14 cup chopped onion in 2 ta- 
blespoons shortening. Season with salt 
and pepper. Stir in contents of a can of 
tomato hot sauce and 1 small can sliced 
or chopped mushrooms. Simmer about 
10 minutes; remove from heat and add %4 
cup grated cheese, stirring well to blend. 
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When ready to use, dip spoonfuls over 
split buns which have been arranged on 
baking sheets. Heat under the broiler for 
a few minutes. 


SANDWICH SPREADS OR FILLINGS 

Here is a way to provide sandwich spreads: 
Place in covered bowls on a tray with 
sliced breads, wrapped in waxed paper: 
accompany with pickles, olives, carrot 
sticks, onion rings, and little whole toma- 
toes, or quarter pieces. Try these spread 
suggestions: grated tuna with finely 
chopped celery and mayonnaise; cream 
cheese and cherry jam; chopped ripe olives 
and mayonnaise; ground bologna with 
green pepper and salad dressing; chopped 
hard-cooked egg with mustard, Worcester- 
shire sauce, and salad dressing; cold sliced 
meats with thin slices of Swiss cheese. 
Have potato or corn chips on hand.

Roast a 14-pound turkey, stuffed 
with well-seasoned bread dressing.

$2.50. This is a chatty compendium for 
the male in the kitchen, replete with talk 
about good rare steaks, mixed green salads, 
and a glass or two of red wine. Fletcher 
Pratt, a naval historian and author, and 
Robeson Bailey, a teacher of English at 
Smith College, are more concerned with 
the principles of cookery and the folklore 
of American cuisine than with detailed 
recipes. Being gentlemen of strong convic- 
tions, they have no hesitation in debunk- 
ing accepted practices and tossing tradi- 
tion to the winds when it conflicts with 
their ideas about good food. 

Their opinions of housewives’ time- and 
budget-savers are sharp: “Any idiot should 
be able to make a good stew”; and, “As 
for the fluffed-up baked omelette. . .it’s 
like chewing air if successful, and it has 
fallen arches when it fails.” They lambaste 
those who “insist on cooking steak to the 
consistency of the plank on which it used 
to be laid out.” These may be fighting 
words to the Chef of the West, but he will 
find the book lively and stimulating.

Care and cleaning 
of utensils 





A LITTLE EFFORT every day can 
keep your cooking utensils clean and 
bright from the day you buy them. 
Whether yours are metal, earthenware, 
glass or enamelware, you'll find here a 
method for cleaning and polishing them, 


ALUMINUM 





To keep aluminum at its best, remove 
cooking stains from the utensils immedi- 
ately. Soaking a pan for a long time to 
remove scorched food darkens the surface. 
Using strong soaps or alkaline scouring 
powders on the metal darkens and dis- 
colors it, too. Look for special aluminum 
cleaners and polishes on the market. If 
you use steel wool, use a fine grade and 
scour lightly. 

To remove discoloration from the inside 
of an aluminum pan, place a solution of 
cream of tartar and water (2 tablespoons 
of cream of tartar to 1 quart of water) in 
the pan and let it boil. Cooking tomatoes, 
rhubarb, applesauce, and spinach in 
aluminum also brightens the pan without 
affecting the food. 


CAST IRON 





To prevent rust, season all new cast-iron 
utensils. Wash and scour them to remove 
the lacquer coating, dry, then cover both 
inside and out with an unsalted fat. Heat 
for several hours in a warm oven (250° to 
300°) or set over low heat. Wipe out the 
grease, wash in hot soap suds, and dry. 
Always dry cast-iron utensils thoroughly 
before putting them away. When storing 
them for any length of time, it’s a good 
idea to rub on a light coating of fat. 

You can remove light rust spots with 
scouring powder or steel wool. Wash, dry, 
and repeat seasoning process. 
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a COPPER 


Bright, polished copper utensils give 
distinction to any kitchen. They require 
special care. There are good commercial 
polishes for this metal. You can use salt 
with vinegar or lemon, too. Dampen a 
soft cloth in vinegar, dab it in salt and 
rub on the utensil. Or rub the copper with 
a section of Jemon dipped in salt. After 
cleaning, rinse thoroughly and dry. 

Be on the watch for signs of corrosion. 
For a copper utensil lined with tin or 
chromium, soap and water is sufficient to 
clean the lining. If the lining wears thin or 
corrodes, the utensil must be replated. 


EARTHENWARE 





You can clean glazed earthenware utensils 
very easily. Wash with soap and water, 
scouring with a little powder or steel wool. 
Scraping with a sharp instrument may 
crack the glaze and impair the usefulness 
of the utensil. To keep earthenware from 
breaking, handle it carefully, especially 
when it is still hot. Do not place it in water 
or on a cold, wet surface until it is thor- 
oughly cooled. Manufacturers advise using 
an asbestos mat under earthenware if it is 
the top-of-the-stove kind. 


GLASS 





In addition to ordinary washing and thor- 
ough rinsing and drying, give your glass- 
ware this further care. Remove the white 
film left by starchy foods by using a mild 
abrasive. Hard water mineral deposits will 
come off easily if you boil a strong vinegar 
and water solution in the utensil. Remove 
scorched material by soaking the dish in 
water and soda (about 1 teaspoon soda to 
1 quart water) or by using a mild abrasive 
or a fine steel wool pad with soap. 


ENAMELWARE 


You may have to soak enamelware before 
washing it if material has burned to it. A 
mild abrasive can be safely used on enamel 
without destroying the glaze. If you use a 
wooden spoon for stirring any foods in an 
enamel pan, you will avoid scratching or 
marking the enamel. An occasional treat- 
ment with a strong chlorine solution re- 
stores whiteness.

How to make Ming trees 


WITH GREAT artistry and patience, 
Chinese of the Ming dynasty planted liv- 
ing dwarf cypress, cedar, or pine trees 
in porcelain bowls, and trained them to 
create miniature scenes depicting heaven, 
earth, and man. You can contrive your 
own Ming tree miniature from twisted 
branches of manzanita or driftwood and 
rocks and sand from the beach. Use native 
plants, shrubs, and Western pottery as 
you wish. Complete kits for making Ming 
trees are available for those who lack the 
time or energy to collect their own mate- 
rials. These kits include trunk material, 
the dried and dyed moss used to simulate 
leaves, Monterey white sand, wire, lino- 
leum paste, pebbles, sand fixative, lichen, 
a pound of plaster of Paris, and directions. 
You add your own bowl and figurine. 


PLANNING YOUR TREE 

When you have assembled all your mate- 
rials, allow time to arrange and rearrange 
your tree and figure before you start set- 


98 


ting them in permanent form. The crafts- 
men of the Ming period imitated the trees 
of the bleak, windswept mountains of 
China, where Taoist or Buddhist monks 
and sages rested beneath a weather-beaten 
tree as they contemplated the vanities and 
folly of the world below, or watching the 
beauty of earth and the sky above. 
Traditional Chinese art placed both heaven 
and earth above men in importance. 
Mountains, trees, rocks, and rivers were 
given more importance than the tiny fig- 
urines representing man. 


MATERIALS 

The center of your design is the “tree” 
itself. The piece of wood you use will be 
both trunk and branches. Turn it around 
until you achieve the effect you like best. 
You can improve the tree by pruning all 
the little twigs which interfere with a 
strong design. Remember that your moss 
masses will be placed horizontally; this is 
important for both natural and artistic 


reasons. The tree pictured above is a good 
example of balance and of leaf masses 
placed for maximum effectiveness. The 
more time you spend on this first planning 
and experimenting, the better your final 
results are apt to be. 

The dish or bowl which you choose should 
not overpower the tree and figurine, but it 
must be heavy enough to hold them. Pos- 
sibilities include pottery plates, brass, 
pewter, or wooden bowls. Individual taste 
governs the selection of figures. One fine 
figure will, of‘ course, be more pleasing 
than a helter-skelter collection of pagodas, 
lanterns, and bridges. 

STEP BY STEP 

1. Line your bowl with a few sheets of 
newspaper. If the bow] is deep, it is best to 
use a strip of corrugated paper around the 
inside of the bowl. Fasten it with cellulose 
tape under the newspaper to prevent 
breaking the bowl, for the plaster expands 
when drying. 
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2. Set tree in dish, propping it up with 
books or other objects so that it will re- 
main in the desired position. 





3. Spoon on plaster of Paris, which has 
been mixed with water to the consistency 
of drop biscuit dough, building it up 
around trunk. 





|. Figures, rocks, and pebbles may be set 
into the partially dry plaster at this time. 
or glued on later when the plaster is dry. 





Moss-covered stems firmly 
wired to wood used as trunk.

: 5. Wire the clusters of moss to the tree, 
keeping them all on a horizontal plane. 
= Twist wire tightly with pliers, on the un- 
derside, and clip ends short. 
6. When wiring is done, apply cement or 
linoleum paste to the wired portions. 
Carefully stick bits of lichen over ex- 


posed wire. The lichen may be used on 
o| her parts of the trunk, and in crevices of 


the rocks. 


8. Remove the entire scene from the dish 
and pull off all the newspaper that shows. 
Then set the tree back in the bowl. For 
> greater firmness, the base can be cemented 
) to the bottom of the bowl. 


9. Carefully pour on sand, powdered 
moss, ete., over plaster base to complete 
® the picture. 


10. Use a fixative to keep the sand and 
pebbles from shifting around. Apply it 
with a glass atomizer over sand, moss, and 
d pebbles, saturating thoroughly all parts of 
the groundwork. Allow to dry for 4 hours. 
Do not use the fixative near an open flame. 
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MING TREE SHADOW BOX 

§ With much the same technique used with 
the above dish arrangement, you can as- 
semble a Ming tree display in shadow box 
form. Placed either singly or in groups on 
a wall, decorative Chinese effects can be 
obtained. The over-all dimensions of the 
shadow box are 71% inches wide by 91% 
inches long by 3 inches deep.

The lid is cut from a piece 4 by 4 by 4 
inches. However, you can glue smaller 
pieces of stock together to obtain pieces 
with these dimensions. 

Other materials and tools needed are: 
wood-turning lathe with appropriate lathe 
tools, a V-gouge woodcarving tool, several 
grades of sandpaper, clear varnish, and 
flat black paint.

MAKING THE BASE 

Turn the base first. Mount the stock on a 
face plate, bring up the tailstock, and se- 
cure the piece for turning it to the round. 
Turn the piece until it is about 3% inches 
in diameter—slightly larger than it will be 
when finished. Make stop cuts at top and 
bottom of the box, squaring both. Depth 
of these stop cuts is determined by the 
location of the tail center at the top end 
and of the screws on the face plate at the 
bottom. Locate and cut grooves as indi- 
cated in the drawing. 





To remove the waste in the center of the 
box, remove the tailstock and bring the 
tool rest around to face the top of the box. 
Bore the center to specified depth and 
sand it smooth. 
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INSIDE OF LID 





Next mount the lid with the end grain 
against the face plate. Turn it to a round 


of the same over-size diameter as the base. 


(‘ut the inset flange to fit snugly imside the 
ase. Hollow the inside of the lid to the 
concave shape shown in the drawing. 


OUTSIDE OF LID 





Removing the partially finished lid from 
the face plate, attach it to a hardwood 
chuck turned to go inside the lid in a force 
fit. If additional strength is necessary, run 
a screw through the back of the chuck and 
into the lid. Holding it in this way, you 
can turn the dome of the lid, sand it, 
and apply finish stain of flat black paint 
thinned with clear varnish. 


DECORATING THE BOX 





Do no sanding on the base until you have 
finished carving. Transfer the pattern to 
the base and carve by following the lines 
of the pattern with a small woodcarving 
V-gouge. After you finish carving, return 
the base to the lathe to sand it and apply 
clear varnish. Trim the bottom with a 
narrow band of black paint thinned with 
varnish. To complete the project, carefully 
cut off the waste at the bottom by hand.

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CARVING or whittling simple wooden 
figures seems a comparatively easy craft. 
But many who try find it hard to get 
started. To make it easier and to help 
prevent discouraging initial failures, the 
following step by step, mechanical ap- 
proach to carving has been devised. While 
the first piece you produce with this meth- 
od may not be perfect, you will be able to 
tell whether or not you will wish to con- 
tinue with more ambitious projects. 
Several thousand persons have been intro- 
duced to carving through this mechanical 
method. C. H. Vandermeer worked it out 
while teaching public school carving classes 
in Oakland and Berkeley, California. 
For the Irish setter here pictured you need 
a 3- by 4- by 34-inch block of soft wood. 
Use bass wood or magnolia if you can find 
it. If not, straight-grained white or sugar 
pine is suitable. Only tool required is a 
sharp pocket knife with small blades. A 
set of hobbyist’s wood carving knives 
makes cutting easier but is not essential. 


(if you’d like to try a statuette of your 
own dog, the cutting plan described below 
will keep you from many mistakes. Work 
from a profile photograph of the dog. The 
carving procedure is the same. 

Or you can get cut-out pattern blocks and 
complete carving instructions for 52 dif- 
ferent breeds of dogs from Mr. Vander- 
meer. Among those available are the setter 
shown here, cocker spaniel, fox terrier, 
Airedale, collie, Doberman pinscher. Cost 
of a pattern is 10 cents. Write to 332 24th 
Street, Oakland.) 


CARVING PROCEDURE 

1. Rule the block in 1-inch squares and 
transfer pattern to wood. Cut around the 
outline with coping saw or rough out the 
pattern with a knife. 

2. Template patterns shown are correct 
size for setter cut from 3- by 4-inch block. 
Cut them out and trace outlines on dog 
body. Reverse templates for other side 
of dog.

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3. On each side of legs measure in 4/16 
inch and draw lines from bottom of chest 
to bottom edge of feet. Cut out the center 
portion to form legs. Follow same pro- 
cedure for both front and back legs. 





t. Make a straight cut on the lines forming 
hip and shoulder of body template. This 
cut forms backstop to keep cut from go- 
ing past template line. With light cuts, 
work down lower half of body, shaping 
stomach gradually to inside of legs. 

5. On top of the back, measure in 3/16 
inch from each side. Work up from center 
of body and round off side and top of back. 
Do both sides of the body the same way. 





At top of ears, measure in 3/16 inch and 
make a straight cut down the back of the 
ears. Round shoulders even with back. 
Shape neck with shallow cuts up to the 
back of each ear. 





7. For tail, measure in 4/16 inch on each 
side and carve to shape. Round off edges. 
8. Round the hips down to same shape as 
the back (step 5). 





9. Shape the legs with short, shallow cuts. 
Carve legs to a wedge shape with the 
point of the wedge at the rear. Round off 
sharp edges at the front of legs. 
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10. At top front of ear template, measure 
in 2/16 inch. At tip of nose, measure in 
2/16 inch. Do the same on both sides. 
Connect points with a line and cut away 
the outside portions to shape the head. 
Next, at junction of jaw and ear at the 
front of the neck, measure in 2/16 inch. 
Do the same on both sides. Draw lines 
down neck to bottom of ears. Carve out 
the wood between the lines to a depth of 
3/16 inch so that the ears overhang the 
neck which curves down to meet the chest. 





11. Shape ears with shallow, slanting cuts, 
starting half way up on the outside. Shape 
so that the upper part of ear blends into 
side of the head. Round off top of head. 
12. Carve nose, face, and eyes next. Draw 
2/16-inch square exactly at the center of 
the end of the nose. From tip of nose at 
each side of square, measure back 1/16 
inch and cut away wood to outside of 
face. This leaves square nostril. 





Next, 4/16 inch forward of top center of 
head, measure in 3/16 inch on each side for 
eye socket. Draw a line connecting this 
point with outside of the nostril. Grad- 
ually cut away portion outside the line, 
forming eye socket and rounding face be- 
tween eye socket and nose. 





To shape eye, draw 2/16-inch square in 
center of each eye socket. Cut away the 
outside of square to form rounded eyeball. 
13. Simulate the setter’s coat with short, 
shallow V-shaped cuts. These cuts need 
not be all the same size but should follow 
the same direction. Start at the head, work 
down the neck, over the side of the back 
and down the sides of the flanks and legs. 
Finish by wiping on a thin coat of brown 
stain. Mark tip of nostril and eyeballs 
with black ink.

We collectors 


The universal urge to collect things 
is expressed in strange and varied 
ways. But there are methods in the 


collecting madness 


THE HOBBY of collecting runs all the 
way from a gentle pastime for the seden- 
tary to a passion which almost merits 
those half-derisive terms “collector’s bug” 
and “collector’s mania.” 

Although some of our accumulations 
scarcely deserve to be called collections, it 
is hard to find anyone over five who does 
not collect something, be it sea shells or 
story book dolls or rare jade; bits of old 
string and tin foil, or old silver-mounted 
saddles and branding irons. We made a 
list of some of the things people do col- 
lect, but it would have been easier and 
quicker to name those nobody wants. 


LIST IS LONG AND VARIED 

We do collect stamps; 9,000,000 stamp 
collectors in the United States make this 
tops among hobbies, with antiques the 
runner up. We also collect fans, books, 
dolls, textiles, Indian handicrafts, quilts, 
embroidery, aeronautic material, butter- 
flies, paintings, prints, coins, guns, minia- 
tures, maps, magazines, masks, rings, but- 
tons, hat pins, toy banks, safes, ink wells, 
automobiles, war medals, other medals, 
Civil War material, Lincolniana, lace, 
rugs, bells, teapots, trays, bottles, porce- 
lain, shawls, wood carvings, sculpture, 
silver, copper, iron, tombstones, transpor- 
tation tokens, clocks, time tables, stereo- 
scopic pictures, old scrap books, newspa- 
per clippings, pitchers, costumes, music 
boxes, records, autographs, salt shakers, 
watches, miniature dinosaurs, old bicycles, 
baby buggies, cigar boxes, valentines, 
Christmas cards, chairs, chests, hooked 
rugs, Oriental rugs, harmonicas, aprons, 
blown glass, pressed glass, rare woods, 
feathers, combs, candles, artificial flow- 
ers, ink wells, crucifixes, perfumes, toys, 
mounted heads of animals, newspapers, 
patent models, toupees, canes, fossils, dag- 
gers, streetcar transfers, garters, crutches, 
leaves, pins, ice skates, kites, etchings. 
And that is not all. Not by any means. 

It seems perfectly safe to say that collect- 
ing is one of the natural delights of child- 
hood which we need not forsake as we 
grow older. Because most collections are 
adaptable, they can grow, change, and 
mature with us. 


WESTERN COLLECTING

beaches abound with sea shells and vari- 
ous souvenirs of sun and sea. Rock and 
mineral hunters may look for agates along 
the coast, rich ore samples in mining re- 
gions, obsidian and pumice in volcanic 
areas. California is claimed by many to be 
the best place in the world for collecting 
butterflies, because of the range of tem- 
peratures and elevations. 

There are also special temptations in the 
West to collect handicrafts from Alaska, 
Hawaii, Mexico, and the simple and beau- 
tiful work of our own Indians. There are 
special and curious items to collect in the 
West itself, such as old glass bottles 
purpled from the desert sun. A chemical 
formerly used in making cheap glassware 
is responsible for the coloring. Although 
the bottles have no great value, they may 
look handsome when filled with miniature 
branching ivy, or when arranged in a 
cactus garden. 





OLD WEST 

The Centennial years have increased ev- 
eryone’s interest in collections relating to 
the Old West: to souvenirs of the mines 
and the missions, the long overland trek, 
and the early settlements. According to 
Gerald Kane, enthusiastic Nevada collec- 
tor of San Francisco, an ox yoke of au- 
thentic covered wagon vintage is the No. 
1 prize in a Western collection. He has 
one! Authentic ox yokes, we note in pass- 
ing, are exceedingly scarce and very dear, 
so the buyer has to beware of so-called 
bargains in this class. 

A more available necessity for a Western 
collection is a Colt six shooter, of the type 
used by the 49’ers. Other items on a West- 
ern list include stage coaches, silver- 
mounted spurs and saddles, miners’ bal- 
ance-type scales, old branding irons, and 
early hand presses. 

There is, as far as we have been able to 
discover, no guide book for collectors of 
Western historical material, while there 
are many books on colonial furniture avail- 
able to collectors. 

Although the collector of Western items 
may be handicapped by the lack of cata- 
logs and textbooks, he has one important 
advantage. His collection is a constant 
source of local history. Every Colt and 
Winchester, every dish and chair that was 
carried overland or brought around the 
Horn has its own story. In finding the 
pieces for his collection, he will gather an 
impressive collection of stories and anec- 
dotes, as valuable as the items themselves. 


Excellent help may be obtained from the 
various museums of the West, from state 
and local pioneer and historical societies, 
exhibits at the old missions, and such spe- 
cial collections as the Wells Fargo Mu- 
seum at the Wells Fargo Bank in San 
Francisco. Careful study, both of books

this as for other fields of collecting. 


Oriental art and furniture, particularly 
Chinese, is Western by long association 
and natural affinity and there are many 
fine private and public collections in the 
West. In a similar way, our taste for Span- 
ish treasures is historical, and is still stim- 
ulated by trips and trading in the Amer- 
icas to the south. 


WHERE TO START 

Collections often start with a gift, or even 
with something you already have—a few 
fine thin silver spoons from a great great 
grandmother, an Indian pack basket a 
relative brought from Alaska years ago, a 
few stamps saved from letters from over- 
seas. When you deliberately add some- 
thing to such a nucleus, your collection is 
started. To your nucleus you will add not 
only tangible items but careful back- 
ground reading and you will add the 
friendship of other collectors interested in 
the same field. 

And whatever the field, you will find little 
difficulty in finding other enthusiasts. Be- 
sides the many stamp clubs, coin clubs, 
rock clubs, book clubs, antique clubs, there 
are such groups as the National Doll and 
Toy Collectors’ Club with active Pacific 
Coast units, the California State Button 
Society, and many others. You may get in 
touch with them through collectors’ maga- 
zines and by watching announcements of 
meetings in your local newspapers. 

The importance of reading books and 
studying the best examples in your field 
cannot be overemphasized, for it is your 
best help not only in appreciating and un- 
derstanding what you collect, but also in 
spotting a genuine find and having the 
courage to acquire it. In this, we are re- 
minded of a letter we once received which 
asked, quite seriously, how and where to 
pan gold and “how to tell the gold when 
I find it?” 

There are two general methods of collect- 
ing; many collectors use both. You may 
collect things at the source, which may 
mean climbing a few mountains, follow- 
ing back country roads, or poking around 
in dusty attics. Or you may collect with 
the help of reliable dealers. Swapping is an 
old technique with collectors; you swap 
duplicates and you swap things you don’t 
want to collect, say a warming pan, for 
something you do want, perhaps old New 
Orleans jazz records. 


ABOUT MONEY 

Real collecting need not and probably 
should not have too painful a connection 
with your check book. Penny-wise collec- 
tors can have fun with the following, 
many of which are free as air and read- 
ily available: rocks, shells, paints, book 
matches, stamps from personal letters and 
those of friends, postcards, seed catalogs, 
recipe booklets, maps, scrapbooks, clip- 
pings well arranged in files or scrapbooks. 
A little thought turns up other items with 
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little outlay. In second-hand stores, there 
are often piles and piles of saucers—the 
cups get broken and tidy housewives dis- 
card the saucers. Yet many are good ex- 
amples of china, a modest introduction to 
an engaging chapter of history. Many can 
be yours for a nickel apiece. 


ALL NEAT AND TIDY 


Lest your collectophobia lead inevitably 
to a sort of claustrophobia, it is important 
to give some thought to arranging your 
collection. In this task, neatness and order 
are first essentials; add wit and drama as 
you can. Portfolios for prints, special 
shelves for Mexican pottery or modern 
Western ceramics, cabinets for records are 
compatible with the most clean-lined mod- 
ern home. Those who prefer period homes 
ind pieces have devoted rooms and stor- 
age walls to their collections, knowing that 
1obbies, which reflect their personalities, 
are a fine solution to decorating problems. 
Garages, basements, unused dining rooms 
ind attics have become family museums 
to everyone’s benefit. 

[t takes self-control as well as curiosity to 
become a good collector. In every field, 
the emphasis is usually on good condition, 
iuthentic history, and the best examples 
of the period that your means will allow. 


THE CREATIVE SIDE 


it can be objected—it has been objected— 
that collecting is not creative. With this 
we will argue. While there is obviously 
nothing creative about simply buying ev- 
ery miniature puppy that one sees and 
cramming it into a what-not, collecting 
can be very creative. 

When a collector starts with one piece 
that has an idea in it, and explores that 
idea, he is being creative. A collection that 
started with recipes used in the gold rush 
days could expand to include kitchen 
utensils, cook books, household imple- 
ments, and furniture. Any collection that 
embraces an idea is highly creative. And 
so is any collection in which skill has re- 
stored broken or battered pieces. 

Many writers and designers have amassed 
carefully the background material for their 
own work. Care in displaying the pieces 
themselves is another noteworthy aspect 
of creative collecting. 


THE COAST COLLECTOR 


There are many enthusiastic collectors in 
the West, and so there was a ready wel- 
come a few years ago for a small monthly 
magazine, The Coast Collector. This was 
founded, edited, and published by Ed- 
ward L. Sterne, San Francisco newspaper 
man and collector. He has one of the best 
collections of early aeronautica on the 
Coast. Unhappily the paper was forced 
to suspend publication last summer, but 
not before copies had found their way into 
many libraries. .

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Leather bag 





IF YOU can sew, you can make this 
handsome goatskin bag. Designed for 
soft leathers, it requires no specialized 
tools except a grommet setter. You can 
cut soft leather easily with your sewing 
scissors and put the bag together on your 
sewing machine. 


MATERIALS AND TOOLS 

Because the outline and the usable parts 
of skins vary, it is difficult to say exactly 
how much is needed for the bag. The bag 
shown here required 2 small crushed goat- 
skins, each about 3 feet. The suede lining 
required a skin approximately 4 feet. If 
you wish to have a cloth lining instead, 
2% yard of 39-inch material is sufficient. 
You also need these tools and supplies: 
heavy paper for pattern; sharp scissors; 
heavy duty thread to match leather; 5-inch 
zipper; zipper foot for machine; leather 
awl or ice pick; rubber cement; small piece 
of cloth for pocket; pliers; beeswax; har- 
ness needle; one 114-inch buckle; 6 rivets; 
5 small eyelets; flap ornament or bag ini- 
tials; one ¥g-inch ring; two 114-inch split 
rings; 14 No. 3 grommets or large eyelets; 
and a No. 3 grommet setter to make bound 
metal holes. If you decide not to place the

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grommets and eyelets yourself, ask your 
supplier where you can have them set. 


STEPS IN MAKING BAG 

First, make the pattern. Lay it out on the 
right side of the leather, checking the sur- 
face of the leather first for imperfections. 
Trace the pattern with pencil or chalk and 
cut out. Mark, measure, and cut two 
pieces for straps, l-inch binding strips, pip- 
ing strips, and ties. Guide your cutting 
along a straight edge rather than around 
parts of the pattern. 

Cut lining pieces, back, front, and gusset, 
from the same pattern used for the out- 
side pieces. 

Make up the lining first. For a zipper 
pocket in the lining, machine sew the zip- 
per, face down, on the underside of the lin- 
ing-back about 6 inches up from the bot- 
tom. Set your machine for large stitches 
and ease the leather carefully under the 
machine foot to avoid any stretching. Be 
careful not to put strain on the leather at 
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opening and whip on the cloth pocket 
along machine stitches on underside. 

Sew lining pieces together, allowing for a 
34-inch seam on these and all other join- 
ings. Match centers on gusset and front 
and back sections and sew from these 
marks, trimming ends of the gusset if it 
is necessary. 

Make piping and ties by folding narrow 
strips of leather, right side out, and ma- 
chine sewing along cut edges. Use a zipper 
foot.on your machine in making piping 
and sewing it into seams. Trim ties close 


to stitches. 
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Sew piping to sides of gusset; trim edges. 
Sew back of bag to one side of gusset and 
front of bag to other side, catching ends of 
ties in seams about 1 inch down from top 
of front section. Check seams to see that 
piping is evenly and securely caught in 
seam, and trim seams. Turning pouch right 
side out, place ornament or initials on flap 
as desired and attach. 
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FITTING THE LINING 

Insert lining in bag, matching flap and 
front edges. Baste or tack with rubber 
cement along edges only. Sew binding

in Pacific Central gardens 


APRIL in most parts of California comes 
close to being an all-out planting month 
for summer flowers and vegetables, and 
the same may be said for subtropicals. 
It’s a hurry-up month for the gardener 
who let early spring pass without setting 
out trees and shrubs, including azaleas, 
camellias, and rhododendrons, that prefer 
a cool start. Of course, if you plant from 
containers and are careful about watering, 
almost anything, even deciduous material, 
may be set out safely. 


WATER SAVERS 

Wise gardeners will plant only as much as 
they can care for properly. Where water 
is scarce, set out only drought-resistant, 
heat-loving plants for summer color. Con- 
centrate plants so that watering need not 
be scattered. Be generous in the use of 
protective mulches. 

Make it a point to water in the morning 
when the water pressure is high. Inland 
valley gardeners, in particular, are urged 
to water early in the day to reduce heavy 
drain on water supplies during the after- 
noon and early evening. Many plants 
benefit, too, from morning watering. 


RIDGED BEDS 

The practice of planting on sloping ground 
is responsible for much needless loss of 
water. Although the result is not par- 
ticularly decorative, run-off is easily pre- 
vented by surrounding planting areas with 
dikes or ridges about 4 inches high, or by 
enclosing them with 1- by 6-inch boards. 
Apply water by flooding slowly until wa- 
ter penetrates 3 feet deep. If you apply a 
mulch of peat moss, shredded or pulver- 
ized bark, pumice, or leaf mold, and wa- 
ter again before the soil dries out below 
1 foot, plant roots will not suffer. 


BASINS AND FURROWS 

Basins around individual plants are 
smaller versions of the ridged bed. Furrow 
irrigation is preferred for many vegeta- 
bles and for cut flowers, such as zinnias, 
snapdragons, dahlias, hollyhocks, and del- 
phiniums, not only because roots are more 
adequately watered, but because foliage is 
kept dry and free from fungus diseases. 


OVERHEAD SPRAY 
If you must water overhead—and many 
plants prefer this method—use an attach- 
ment that produces a light, mist-like spray 
which penetrates slowly without beating 
down plants or soil. 
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POTS IN THE GROUND 

Although potted plants usually require 
more water than those grown in the 
ground, the opposite is true when pots are 
sunk to their rims in the ground, and espe- 
cially if the hole in which the pot is placed 
is lined with a mulching material. Some 
gardeners prefer sinking pots of begonias 
to planting them in open ground, since 
they can be lifted when blooms have faded. 


CAN IRRIGATION 

Many old-timers know the trick of water- 
ing plants by means of seepage from cans 
punched with holes and sunk nearly to the 
tops. It’s a favorite method of irrigating 
cucumbers, squash, melons, and other 
summer crops that want all their water 
at the roots. 


ALL DWARFS 





If you find it fun to work with little flow- 
ers, try growing the Tiny Gems, a mixture 
which includes various miniature mari- 
golds. There are several types in shades 
of yellow, orange, and bronze, none of 
them over 9 or 10 inches high. You will 
naturally think of these as edgings, but 
don’t overlook them when you are potting 
up or planting window boxes. With them 
you might combine other dwarfs such as 
ageratum Midget Blue, alyssum Little 
Gem or Carpet of Snow, or compact mini- 
ature zinnias that grow only 6 inches high. 


LOW AND SPREADING 

When you have lots of space to cover, use 
plants that tend to grow sideways more 
than upward. Best bets are bedding pe- 
tunias, Phlox Drummondii, Livingstone 
daisy (Mesembryanthemum criniflorum), 
portulaca, sun roses (helianthemums), and 
Convolvulus mauritanicus. 


HERBS IN BORDERS 

Herbs can be grown in lots of places other 
than herb gardens. English, French, and 
Spanish lavenders are attractive with 
polyantha roses, wonderfully useful as 
hedges, and excellent mixers in the peren- 
nial border. Hyssop, sage, and bergamot 
(monarda) have much in common with 


various ornamental salvias, while the blue 
in the hound-tongue flowers of borage is 
most satisfying. 

Consider thyme as an edging for a sunny 
border, or tuck it here and there in rock 
gardens or walls. Almost any herb, of 
course, takes on a special significance when 
grown in a pot. 


GOLD IN °48 

Gold promises to be the dominant color in 
many California gardens this summer and 
fall. In Sacramento, for example, you are 
likely to find gardens aglow with yellow or 
gold nasturtiums, zinnias, marigolds, cal- 
liopsis, cosmos, rudbeckia, helianthus, heli- 
chrysum, tithonia, and gaillardia. 

Many gardeners have learned to rely on 
chrysanthemums for yellow fall coloring. 
Robert Bacon, Golden Pockett, Yellow 
Pockett, Bronze Frick, and Yellow Frick 
are varieties to keep in mind when you buy 
or order this month. 


GOOD NEWS 

A gold, incurved chrysanthemum called 
Good News has been chosen as the theme 
flower for the fall Chrysanthemum Show 
in Sacramento. A sport of bronze flowered 
Detroit News, it grows to medium height 
and comes into bloom about October 25. 


FUCHSIAS FOR THE VALLEY 

From a Sacramento fuchsia specialist 
comes this list of of varieties adapted to 
warm conditions in the interior valleys: 
Mazda, Sacramento, Red Spider, Sun- 
burst, Molesworth, Mephisto, Mrs. John 
D. Fredericks, Display, The Doctor, Gre- 
nadier, and Nonpariel. 


COOL WHITE 

When hot summer days are here, you will 
appreciate the cooling sight of drifts of 
white in the shadows of a tree, wall, per- 
gola, or patio. The white flowered tobacco 
(nicotiana) also is fragrant and makes a 
good background for white fibrous be- 
gonias. As an edging, plant light blue 
lobelia or the wishbone flower (torenia). 


SOME LIKE IT HOT 





From Mexico and South Africa come two 
annuals that will like the hot spots in your 
garden. Tithonia flaunts its fiery orange, 
zinnia-like flowers high up on a 6- or 8- 
foot plant. Fireball is a newer variety with 
dazzling orange-scarlet flowers late in the 
fall. Plant tithonias in a corner, against a 
wall, or among shrubs so they won’t sag 
or fall in strong winds.

PEACEMAKERS 

You can keep the peace among fighting 
colors if you separate or surround them 
with soft grays. An edging of silvery Cen- 
taurea candidissima will key down the 
shouting, midsummer red of annual salvia. 
Slender, graceful spikes of artemisia Silver 
King have a quieting effect on the bright 
oranges and reds of zinnias, marigolds, 
and tithonias. 


CSS 


Old-fashioned dusty miller (Senecio Ciner- 
aria) is one of the steadiest of companions 
for strong-colored geraniums. Catmint 
(Nepeta Mussinii), gray-foliaged and lav- 
ender-flowered, is an unfailing softener 
along the edges of a mixed border. 






SUBTROPICAL IN A POT 

Although it becomes a fair-sized tree in 
the open ground, the Rangpur lime re- 
mains a dwarf shrub for several years in 
a pot. Fragrant, white flowers are followed 
by reddish orange fruits resembling small 
tangerines that are produced all winter 
long. Because the entire plant is in smaller 
scale than the Meyer lemon, a universal 
citrus favorite, the Rangpur lime is more 
suitable for small spaces. 


WIDE CHOICE 

Plant out all summer annuals, from agera- 
tum to zinnias. You will find most of them 
available in nurseries, but there is still 
time to sow seed. Many annuals, such as 
Phlox Drummondi, zinnias, and mari- 
golds, can be sown directly in the ground 
if one is careful not to let them dry out be- 
tween the germination and seedling stage. 


CUT-AND-COME-AGAIN 

Miniature zinnias are not the only annuals 
that play return engagements after their 
flowers are cut. Mignonette, Anchusa 
capensis Bluebird, and alyssum also re- 
ward the regular picker with new crops 
of flowers. 


TROPICAL ANNUAL 

Don’t let the fact that you have seen it 
run wild on vacant lots prevent your 
planting the tropical-looking, bold-leafed 
castor bean (ricinus). Because it makes a 
large plant 8 to 15 feet high, it must be 
kept out of the small garden. Plant it as 
a screen, along a fence, or as a background 
for summer and fall flower borders. Flower 
arrangers favor the red-leafed, red-stem- 
med variety. 
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APRIL FOR IRIS 

Give yourself a thrill by visiting an iris 
nursery at the height of the blooming sea- 
son. If you are looking for new varieties 
to add to your collection, note the follow- 
ing combinations of varieties: 

Sierra Blue or Chivalry (blue) with Snow 
Flurry; Prairie Sunset (copper, rose, and 
gold) and Old Parchment (creamy tan); 
Solid Mahogany (deep red) with Peach 
Glow (peach pink) or Lady Mohr (oyster 
white and chartreuse); Monadnock (rose) 
and The Admiral (dark blue); Mexico 
(golden buff and red brown) with Fortune 
(soft yellow). Some of these varieties are 
still expensive enough to be classed as col- 
lectors’ items. 


HARDY HIBISCUS 

Gardeners who have given up growing 
hibiscus because they are tender should 
try Hibiscus Manihot, a perennial that 
may be grown from seed as easily as an 
annual. Seeds sown in early April will pro- 
duce blooms in late summer and fall. The 
single, yellow, maroon-centered flowers are 
9 inches across, and plants grow 9 feet 
tall. Plant this hibiscus along a fence or 
in the background where it will not dwarf 
smaller plants. Protect it from frost if you 
want it to live over the winter. 


BIRD-OF-PARADISE 

The bird-of-paradise or craneflower (Stre- 
litzia Reginae) comes from South Africa, 
where plant explorers found it growing 
wild on the banks of the Gamtoos and 
Kowie rivers. Although it can be grown in 
a protected spot in the open ground in 
milder sections, it is safer to keep it in con- 
tainers which can be brought indoors in 
cold weather. Since a night temperature of 
50° is necessary for production of flowers, 
a greenhouse, patio, and warm terrace are 
favored locations for the bird-of-paradise. 


CHRYSANTHEMUMS FROM SEED 
You can have chrysanthemums in bloom 
this summer from seed sown early this 
month. Listed in catalogs are such strains 
as the Korean Hybrids, September Jewels, 
and the Old Orchard Glories. The latter 
strain is the result of crosses between aza- 
lea-mums and Korean chrysanthemums. 
Grow them for late color in the garden 
or in pots or boxes. 


PEST CONTROL 





Insect pests, especially soft-bodied types 
such as aphis, mealy bug, white fly, thrip, 
and red spider multiply rapidly when the 
weather becomes warm. Get at them early 
with a multi-purpose spray or dust and 
repeat applications every two weeks. 


After azaleas and camellias finish bloom- 
ing, use a summer oil spray to control scale 
insects, mealy bug, red spider, and white 
fly. The same treatment is recommended 
for gardenias. 

A summer oil plus nicotine sulfate applied 
within the next two or three weeks will 
help to keep citrus trees free of aphis, red 
spider, scale insects, and thrip. 

Keep looking for tent caterpillars on fruit 
trees and ornamentals. The time to get 
them is when they emerge from the egg 
stage, or about the time the new leaves 
begin to unfold. Spray with DDT solution. 
Cut out and burn badly intested branches. 
Watch for oak moth and elm leaf cater- 
pillars which may attack at any time after 
the weather warms up. Use the treatment 
recommended last month. 

Bait regularly for snails, slugs, sowbugs, 
and cutworms, especially if you are sowing 
or planting vegetables and flowers. Ear- 
wigs may put in an appearance, too. 
Other pests requiring attention this month 
are codling moth worm on apple and pear 
trees, root weevil on primroses, and black 
vine weevil on azaleas, camellias, and rho- 
dodendrons. 


FUSSY ANTS 





Never forget that ants use aphis as milk 
cows, spread them out to pasture on new 
growth. Don’t expect the same ant poison 
to be effective the year around. Ants will 
refuse stale syrups. 


DAHLIAS 

Continue to plant dahlias. Recommended 
especially for quick color and cutting are 
the pompon types. Tubers of miniatures 
are now available in a variety-of colors. 


EPIPHYLLUMS 

Epiphyllums, often called orchids of the 
cactus family, are in bloom. These exotic 
plants are available in several rich, bril- 
liant colors, including wine red, violet, 
bronze-amber, pink, and gold. 


THIS MONTH AT THE NURSERY 
In nurseries you may find blooming in 
containers such perennials as carnation, 
gerbera, columbine, coral bell, and sweet 
William. Clumps of delphinium and per- 
ennial phlox still may be planted. 

In flats ready to set out are shade-loving 
tuberous and fibrous begonias, impatiens, 
Japanese anemone, and saxifrage. 

Tubers and bulbs that you may plant now 
are cannas, pink and yellow callas, cala- 
diums, Mexican shell flowers (Tigridia 
Pavonia), tuberoses, and dahlias.

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Ground covers 


Plants that help solve problems on slopes, in parking 
strips, in sun or shade, or as lawn substitutes 


THE COMMON mistake made by gar- 
deners who plant ground covers is that of 
expecting them to grow with very little 
care. In the beginning, they require about 
as much watering, feeding, and weeding 
as lawn grass. The real reward comes after 
ground covers are established. 

If you want a low, mat-like cover, sturdy 
enough to stand trampling, plant some- 
thing like ajuga, dichondra, or lippia. If 
the area is not to be walked on, you can 
use such spreading plants as ivy, vinca, 
wild strawberry, pachysandra, and mes- 
embryanthemum. The problem of cover- 
ing a large bank often is easier if you turn 
to vines or spreading shrubs that root 
along the branches. 

Sunset checked with several Central Cali- 
fornia nurserymen to prepare the follow- 
ing list. You can follow it with confidence 
in choosing a ground cover for a special 
location in your garden. 





Carpet bugle 


Ajuga reptans (carpet bugle). 
Advantages: Low, hardy, rapid grower 
which spreads fairly quickly; thrives in 
shade or half sun; glossy foliage varies in 
color from light greenish purple to a deep 
metallic bronze; dark blue flowers are car- 
ried on short spikes throughout the sum- 
mer; needs almost no care; can be cut with 
lawn mower after blooming; spreads by 
runners which root at each joint; forms a 
dense mat that will stand tramping. 
Limitations: Requires plenty of moisture. 
Comment: Undoubtedly one of the most 
useful ground covers for shade. Will grow 
under pines, deodars, and in other situa- 
tions where most plants do not thrive. 


Convolvulus mauritanicus (Morocco glory- 


bind). 





Morocco glorybind 


Advantages: Low growing; will take full 
sun; lavender-blue, morning glory-like 
flowers bloom over a long period; one plant 
covers 3 to 4 feet; excellent bulb cover. 
Limitations: Cannot be grown from seed; 
must be propagated either by division or 
cuttings. 
Comment: In addition to its use as a 
ground cover, it is attractive planted be- 
tween paving stones, in rock gardens, in 
hanging baskets, and in window boxes. 
eee 
Cotoneaster (low growing types). 
Advantages: Hardy, permanent; each 
plant covers a fairly large space; com- 
paratively drought resistant; habit of 
rooting along branches makes prostrate 
cotoneasters especially useful for holding 
soil on banks and slopes. 
Among the better varieties for ground 
covering are Cotoneaster Dammeri, a very 
prostrate species. Its leaves, dark green on 
top and pale green underneath, contrast 
sharply with the coral-red berries. Easily 
raised from seeds or cuttings; excellent on 
slopes or along steps. 
The large red berries of Cotoneaster dec- 
ora, a low, spreading type sometimes 
called the necklace cotoneaster, are strung 
like beads along low, spreading branches. 
C. microphylla, growing to 3 feet, has 
some interesting varieties, among them 
glacialis, minor, and thymifolia. Less com- 
mon and more evergreen than C. hori- 
zontalis, which has been widely planted in 
the past. 
Limitations: Apt to become woody and 
bare in the center, with best growth at the 
ends of the stems. Pruning necessary to 
keep them compact and shapely. 
Comment: Because many older, coarser 
varieties have been overplanted and mis-

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Dichondra carolinensis repens 
(dichondra, lawn leaf). 
\dvantages: Grows in practically any soil; 
can be walked on; favored as a ground 
cover where lawns are not practical. 
Limitations: Does not have the intense 
vreen color of grass; apt to die out in 
patches which, however, again become 
filled in; no chemical weed killer can be 
used to eliminate weeds growing in dichon- 
dra, because the chemicals also kill it; a 
host to nematodes: may become a pest. 
Comment: If you plant dichondra, be pre- 
pared to give it care. Except for the fact 
that it requires little or almost no cutting, 
it should receive about the same amount 
of care as lawn grass. 

eee 
Fragaria chiloensis (wild strawberry). 
\dvantages: Low, compact, fast growing: 
thick, glossy, dark green leaves are silky 
inderneath; white blossoms and_ bright 
red fruit add color; needs little water: best 
in full sun along coast: in warmer sections, 
plant in half or full shade. 
Limitations: Weedy habit of growth: dif- 
ficult to keep within a small area; can’t 
he walked on; should be mown two or 
three times a year to eliminate surface 
runners and to encourage thick growth 
and strong root systems. 
Comment: The fairly coarse texture pre- 
vents it from serving completely as a lawn 
substitute. If unrestrained, will run into 
nearby flower and shrub borders.

\dvantages: Low growing; drought resis- 
tant; recovers quickly if cut back; good 
for edgings, parking strips, or other lim- 
ited areas; hardy; bright colored flowers.

Hedera Helix (English ivy). 
Advantages: Resistant both to drought 
and moisture; easy to propagate from cut- 
tings; spreads rapidly; retains handsome, 
dark green foliage all winter; many varie- 
ties from which to choose; particularly 
effective if trained on a trellis. 
Limitations: Very vigorous grower; mo- 
notonous; gross feeder; will run up trees 
or shrubs; needs clipping for best appear- 
ance; hideout for snails, spiders; not so 
attractive when grown in sun. 
Comment: Although you may try hard to 
find something else for a difficult shaded 
position, you'll probably come back to ivy 
as the best solution. 
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St. Johns wort 


Hypericum calycinum (St. Johns wort). 
Advantages: Grows anywhere, even in dry 
soil; excellent for planting under high 
branching trees, or on banks; bright yel- 
low blossoms in summer; evergreen foliage. 
Limitations: Roots spread underground; 
making this plant difficult to control: 
should be pruned after bloom; not to be 
stepped on. 
Comment: We liked it best on a sunny 
slope planted with Cape plumbago and 
flannel bush (Fremontia californica).

Juniperus procumbens nana and J. Sabina 
tamariscifolia (dwarf spreading junipers). 
Advantages: Two of the most permanent 
of all ground covers; rich green foliage can 
be enlivened by a background of berried 
shrubs; grow in sun or part shade in any 
soil; graceful habit of growth; particularly 
suitable near pools, on steps, or cascading 
down steep banks: many shades of green 
from which to choose. 
Limitations: Need occasional trimming; 
useful for foliage only; subject to scale 
and red spider. 
Comment: Junipers are among the most 
dignified and permanent of ground covers. 





Lantana 


Lantana montevidensis or L. Sellowiana. 
Advantages: Low, rapid grower; does best 
in full sun; lavender-pink, fragrant flow- 
ers; dense foliage. 

Limitations: Rather sprawling; cannot 
stand severe frost; needs pruning back; 
mildews in shade; deciduous. 

Comment: Attractive with purple Ver- 
bena erinoides or V. venosa and blue Cape 
plumbago.

Advantages: Will produce the effect of a 
green lawn on a sun-baked exposure where 
traffic is heavy and water scarce; re- 
quires much less care than a regular lawn; 
drought resistant; hardy; grows in all soils; 
attractive flowers if permitted to bloom; 
when grown on banks, holds soil in place; 
spreads over ground completely. 
Limitations: Not suited to cold climates; 
even in California winters, develops a 
dead look; very flat in appearance; dis- 
agreeable odor; unless controlled, may be- 
come a weed; a bee haven when in bloom. 
Comment: Lippia is as tough in sun as ivy 
is in shade.

Mesembryanthemum (fig marigold). 
Advantages: Vigorous grower; fairly 
hardy; drought resistant; will take full 
sun; soil binder; excellent in dry, sandy 
spots around country homes. 
M. aequilaterale, also known as the sea 
fig, is the rosy purple flowered plant most 
often seen on sand dunes or on banks and 
cuts along coastal highways. Tenacious 
even on steep banks. 
Limitations: Replacement is necessary 
after a few years; foliage not very attrac- 
tive; dead blossoms untidy; may freeze 
down in winter in colder sections. 
Comment: Good for dry spots where soil 
is infertile and water scarce.

Pachysandra terminalis (Japanese spurge). 
Advantages: Will grow in part or full 
shade or under pine trees; easy to propa- 
gate by division; becomes densely matted; 
handy bulb cover; short spikes of flowers. 
Limitations: Requires water in summer; 
white flowers not very conspicuous; few 
nurseries stock it. 
Comment: Serves the same purposes as 
English ivy and is similar in effect to it, 
though less common.

Trachelospermum jasminoides (star jas- 
mine). 
Advantages: Moderate in growth; dark 
green, glossy leaves and small, fragrant, 
white flowers; hardy to 15°; will cover 
large areas in half shade; requires only 
occasional trimming. 
Limitations: Comparatively slow growth; 
susceptible to mealy bug. 
Comment: One of the most distinctive 
and effective of all ground covers.

Vinca minor (running myrtle or common 
periwinkle). 

Advantages: Once established, endures 
hard conditions; grows in sun or shade; 
dark green, shiny foliage and blue flow- 
ers; roots at the joints; holds banks. 
Limitations: Often ragged looking in cold 
winters; needs shearing in spring; requires 
a good deal of care before it is established. 
Comment: Next to ivy, the most popular 
evergreen ground cover.

eucalyptus trees 


THE EUCALYPTUS usually receives 
more than its just share of blame for trou- 
ble in gardens in which it is growing. 
True, its roots are remarkably effective 
robbers of soil nutrients and moisture. 
However, there is more fiction than fact 
in the common beliefs that its leaves are 
poisonous and that they set up a toxic soil 
condition which retards plant growth. On 
the contrary, careful experiments con- 
ducted by Fred W. Herbert in his Berke- 
ley garden prove that eucalyptus leaves, 
if mixed thoroughly with the soil, actually 
surpass oak leaf mold as a soil conditioner. 
Probably the notion that eucalyptus 
leaves are harmful to plants has arisen 
from the highly drought-resistant nature 
of the tree itself. Because its roots cover 
completely the area underneath the tree 
and grow very close to the surface, they 
absorb every bit of available moisture and 
food in the root zone. Thus, many garden- 
ers have been led to believe that the leaves 
which fall to the ground poison the soil or 
establish a high acidity or toxicity which 
kills all other plant life. The fact that 
eucalyptus leaves contain a plant oil adds 
weight to this belief. 


WS 


Those who have not lived near a grove of 
eucalyptus can hardly realize the quan- 
tities of leaves, seed pods, twigs, small 
branches, and shreds of bark which drop 
to the ground. In the July, 1941, issue of 
“American Forest,” Dr. Edmundo Na- 
varro De Andrade reported that “for eight 
years I carefully weighed the leaves which 
fell on an area previously prepared. I 
could then verify that the eucalyptus en- 
riches the soil with the falling of leaves, 
little branches, and fruits, with an aver- 


‘age weight of 12,500 pounds an acre per 


year.” This was in a mature eucalyptus 
planting in South America with trees 
spaced 8 feet apart. Leaves and other 
residues of eucalyptus decay slowly and 
actually smother plants which try to grow 
underneath them. 

Because of their coarse texture, the leaves 
remain hard and brittle for some time. 
They shade the soil too long before rot- 
ting. However, if they are placed in a com- 
post pile, along with some commercial 
fertilizer containing nitrogen and phos- 
phorous, they will decay rapidly into an 
excellent organic manure. 

During the past 7 years, Mr. Herbert

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eucalyptus trees for potted plants and 
window boxes, and to make beds in which 
he has grown roses, camellias, pelargoni- 
ums, stocks, primulas, petunias, pansies, 
and daisies. Half the weight of this soil 
was eucalyptus leaf mold and the other 
half was a loamy clay topsoil found di- 
rectly under this leaf mold. 

To establish further the effects of euca- 
lyptus leaf mold on plants, he conducted 
a controlled experiment in which Romaine 
lettuce was grown in oak leaf and euca- 
lyptus leaf molds. Following is Mr. Her- 
bert’s report: 

“I obtained several pounds of oak leaf 
mold from a commercial nurseryman and 
gathered some well-decayed eucalyptus 
leaf mold from under Eucalyptus globulus 
(blue gum) trees. Both were true leaf 
molds, light in weight and rather fluffy, 
with very little actual soil in them. I made 
a pH test to determine the relative acidity 
or alkalinity of these leaf molds, and both 
were found to be on the acid side. The oak 
leaf mold gave a reading of 5.6 and euca- 
lyptus, 5.7. 





“T filled one clay pot with eucalyptus leaf 
mold and the other with oak leaf mold, 
and planted small seedlings of Romaine 
lettuce in each of them. I grew the lettuce 
under greenhouse conditions and added 
only water to the leaf molds. At the end 
of a 42-day growing period, the lettuce 
growing in eucalyptus leaf mold was 
slightly larger than that in the oak leaf 
mold. I then removed the plants and dried 
them in an oven. The dry weight of the 
plant grown in oak leaf mold was 2.32 
grams, while that»of the plant grown in 
eucalyptus leaf mold was 30 per cent 
greater, or 3.03 grams. 


“To obtain some idea as to the effect of 
commercial fertilizers on the growth of 
Romaine lettuce in these leaf molds, 4 ad- 
ditional pots were filled, 2 with oak leaf 
mold and 2 with eucalyptus leaf mold. 
Nitrogen at the rate of 200 pounds to the 
acre was added to one pot in each set; 
hoth nitrogen and phosphorous, at the 
rate of 300 pounds to the acre, were added 
to the other in each set. Oven-dry weights 
made at the end of the growing period 
gave the following results:

Although the art of espaliering is very old, few modern gardeners 
have learned to master it. If you’d like to try, consider 
these shrubs selected by a panel of experts 


IT TAKES TIME, patience, an eye for 
line and form, and a knack with the prun- 
ing shears to grow distinctive espaliers. 
Perhaps the best advice for gardeners who 
are not acquainted with espaliering is to 
start with plants adapted to informal 
training, such as fuchsia, pyracantha, coto- 
neaster, and flowering quince. Later, you 
can try your skill at more formal types, 
such as apples or pears. Of course, if ex- 
pense is no item, you can obtain larger 
plants whose form already is well estab- 
lished and consult a book or an experi- 
enced horticulturist for information on 
pruning methods. 

The plants in the following list lend them- 
selves to both formal and informal train- 
ing. They were selected by nurserymen 
and horticulturists as outstanding espa- 
liers for Central and Northern California. 

eee 


Azara microphylla. 

Advantages: A slender, thin, erect grower 
which flattens up against a wall. Small, 
glossy green leaves provide a graceful, 
stenciled effect against a light background; 
greenish yellow flowers have a fragrance 
reminiscent of chocolate. Since pruning 
will keep it upright, a trellis isn’t necessary. 
Limitations: In hot climates, where it can 
be very temperamental, it requires partial 
shade; inclined to be thin and straggly in 
too heavy shade. 

Comment: Most effective against white or 
light-colored walls. 





Camellia Sasanqua 


Camellias. 

Advantages: Camellias elegans Chandleri 
has spectacular blooms even when small, 
and a spreading habit of growth that 
lends itself to espaliering. 

A droopy habit of growth makes Camel- 


lia grandiflora rosea easy to train as an 
espalier. Its large blooms are more per- 
fect than when the plant is grown in the 
usual shrubby manner. 
Because of its willowy habit, Camellia 
Sasanqua is considered best of all camel- 
lias for espaliering. This method of train- 
ing gives needed protection from wind and 
sun. C. Sasanqua blooms early, grows rap- 
idly and gracefully, has attractive foliage. 
Limitations: All camellias are subject to 
scale insects in a few locations in the in- 
terior valleys; black vine weevil may at- 
tack those grown in containers. C. elegans 
Chandleri needs a carefully chosen loca- 
tion and specially prepared soil. The 
blooms of C. grandiflora rosea and C. Sa- 
sanqua are rather fleeting. 
Comment: Distinctive, permanent, and 
restrained, camellias belong near the top 
of the list of flowering evergreen espaliers. 
eee 
Chaenomeles japonica (flowering quince). 
Advantages: Small or medium-sized shrub 
of irregular, picturesque form; grows in 
any soil; varieties available in shades of 
pink and rose; in red, apricot, coppery 
tones, and white; winter and early spring 
flowers followed by yellow, edible fruits. 
Limitations: Must be pruned carefully for 
maximum flower display and good form; 
some varieties are quite thorny. 
Comment: Too often pruned incorrectly. 
Since flowers are produced on the same 
wood for several seasons, the best of the 
older branches should be kept and the 
suckers and twiggy growth removed in 
early winter or while the shrub is in bloom. 
eee 


Eriobotrya japonica (loquat, sometimes 
called the Japanese plum). 
Advantages: Bold, glossy, ribbed leaves, 
often 1 foot long, rusty underneath; small, 
fragrant, white flowers followed by yellow, 
large-pitted fruits; smaller than the mag- 
nolia, but gives much the same effect 
when espaliered. 
Limitations: Subject to blight and scale: 
not adapted to very hot, dry climates. 
Comment: Like the magnolia, stunning 
against a large wall: can be treated for 
mally or informally. Special varieties such 
as Advance, Champagne, Gold Nugget, 
and Thales bear superior fruit. . 
eee 
Fatshedera Lizei. 
Advantages: A hybrid between the large, 
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tropical-leafed Fatsia japonica and Hedera 
Helix (English ivy), fatshedera is best de- 
scribed as a shrubby vine; grows in sun or 
shade, although shade is preferable. 
Limitations: Like most ivies, it is popular 
with snails. 

Comment: Lush growth of glossy, dark 
green leaves, 6 inches across, makes a 
handsome covering for walls or trellises.

Grewia 


Grewia caffra. 

Advantages: Fast growing; attractive, 
shiny, pointed leaves; small lavender-blue, 
yellow-centered, star-like flowers. 
Limitations: Slightly tender; not easy to 
find in nurseries. 

Comment: An easily controlled, medium- 
sized shrub for a warm wall. 





Magnolia 


Magnolia grandiflora (Southern magnolia). 
\dvantages: Large, thick, shiny leaves 
covered with brown fuzz underneath; chal- 
ice-shaped, fragrant, white flowers 8 inches 
or more across. Well-spaced branches with 
cinnamon brown bark. 
Limitations: Large and difficult to control 
in small spaces. 
Comment: M. grandiflora exoniensis is 
dwarf and slow growing; better adapted 
to the garden of average size. Has the 
same bold texture and distinctive form as 
M. grandiflora. Especially beautiful when 
it is trained against white walls. 
eee 
Meyer dwarf lemon. 
\dvantages: The peer among citrus trees 
for espaliering; attractive flowers, fruit, 
and general form. 
Limitations: Requires regular feeding for 
healthy growth; host for red scale and red 
spider.

Pyracantha Graberi has _ exceptionally 
heavy clusters of large red berries that re- 
main over a long period. 
Pyracantha Rosedale and San Jose, fairly 
recent introductions, are well suited for 
espaliering because they bear a profusion 
of red berries and have slender, graceful 
branches. 
Limitations: Thorny, need restraint by 
means of careful pruning; some are sus- 
ceptible to thrips and scale insects. 
Comment: Well chosen varieties of pyra- 
cantha are among the most colorful and 
attractive of espaliers in fall and winter. 
Especially effective against white brick or 
stucco surfaces.

Advantages: One of the most beautiful of 
all foliage shrubs; handsome, shiny, bright 
green leaves, 2 inches long and similar in 
appearance to those of the apricot tree, 
grow in dense masses; is easily sheared 
into shape; adaptable to many locations.

The true tea plant 
as a camellia 


IF YOUR HOBBY is collecting camel- 
lias, you should one day enlarge your 
planting of C. japonica varieties, C. reticu- 
lata, and C. Sasanqua to include also the 
tea plant (C. sinensis) and C. oleifera, cul- 
tivated for centuries as important eco- 
nomic plants. Although their flowers can- 
not compete in size or coloring with other 
species, they have the ornamental, glossy 
leaves and handsome form characteristic 
of the entire family. The following notes 
on these species by Claude Chidamian, ca- 
mellia specialist, add another chapter to 
Sunset’s file on camellias of notable his- 
torical interest. 


CAMELLIA SINENSIS 

Few people realize that the true tea plant 
grown in Ceylon and China is a camellia. 
It has been cultivated in the Orient for so 
many centuries that its origins are ob- 
scure. In fact, there is no really satisfac- 
tory record of its occurrence in a truly 
wild state. 


Some believe that Confucius taught the 
Chinese to drink tea, thus making sure 
they boiled their foul drinking water. 
Others attribute the custom to the great 
emperor Shen-Nung, who is said to have 
discovered the beverage in 2737 B.c. 


But Oriental myth has kept alive another 
story which is far more interesting. 


Some 4000 years ago, according to legend, 
a Buddhist priest from India, Bodhid- 
harma, resolved to stay awake seven years 
in religious contemplation. But in the fifth 
year he got sleepy. Disgusted at his weak- 
ness, he cut off his eyelids and threw them 
on the ground. They took root, and the 
bush that sprang up had leaves curled like 
eyelids. From these leaves he made a brew 
that enabled him to finish his vigil. 


By the seventh century, tea drinking had 
become an important social custom in 
China. One hundred years later the Japa- 
nese borrowed the idea and refined it into 
an aesthetic and religious rite. But it took 
almost 1000 years more before tea was 
introduced in Europe. 


In 1659, the London journal, Mercurius 
Politicus, carried an advertisement stat- 
ing, “That excellent, and by all Physicians 
approved, China drink called by the Chi- 
neans Tcha, by other nations Tay alias 
Tee, is sold at the Sultanes Head Coffee- 
house, Sweeting’s Rents, by the Royal Ex- 
change.” A year later Thomas Garway, a 
London coffee-house proprietor, offered 
the new drink as “good against crudities, 
strengthening the weakness of the Ven- 
tricle or Stomack, causing good Appetite

The custom spread as quickly as the habit 
of smoking tobacco, and by the middle of 
the next century even the American colo- 
nists were using tea. 


Since, in those days, the price of tea was 
from $4 to $15 a pound, there was a mad 
scramble to bring tea plants from China 
for domestic cultivation. But the Chinese, 
in order to retain their monopoly of the 
tea industry, deliberately substituted or- 
dinary camellias for the coveted tea plants. 
Thus the captains of the Tea Fleet unwit- 
tingly introduced ornamental camellia va- 
rieties to Europe. 


The true C. sinensis was finally brought 
to England in 1768 by John Ellis, and it 
was immediately cultivated in many 
places favorable to its growth. 


In 1848, the Golden Tea Plantation was 
established by Junius Smith in Greenville, 
South Carolina, but was discontinued soon 
after because of Mr. Smith’s death. About 
1889, Dr. Charles U. Shepard started the 
Pinehurst Plantation at Summerville, 
South Carolina. Tea acreages in the South 
totaled 50 acres in 1899, 100 acres in 1907. 
Although quality of the tea was excellent, 
production was discontinued because it 
was not profitable commercially. 


The tea plant is a beautiful ornamental 
shrub which is covered in fall with fra- 
grant, 14-inch, single white flowers. Un- 
der favorable conditions, it will grow into 
a small tree. In Oriental commercial plant- 
ings, bushes are clipped fairly close to the 
ground to facilitate picking. 


The handsome, dark green leaves of C. 
sinensis produce almost innumerable kinds 
and qualities of tea. Differences are due to 
such factors as age of leaves at harvest 
(young leaves gathered in spring produce 
the best tea); atmospheric differences dur- 
ing growth or harvest time (sunny weather 
gives highest quality); differences in soil; 
and different methods of handling before, 
during, and after roasting. For example, 
leaves withered by steaming become green 
tea, while dried leaves produce black tea. 
Then, of course, there are differences in 
blends due to mixing leaves of various sizes 
and qualities. There is no reason why 
tender leaves picked from home grown 
plants and dried in the same way as mint 
should not produce a palatable brew. 


CAMELLIA OLEIFERA 

The camellia family also produces oil-seed 
camellia (C. oleifera). 

In their Illustrations and Descriptions of 
...the Natural Order Camellieae (Lon- 
don, 1831), Alfred Chandler and William 
Beattie Booth discuss the species as fol- 
lows:

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will thrive where scarcely any other plants 
will succeed. It was sometimes found by 
him in the magnitude of a moderately- 
sized Cherry-tree, and always that of a 
large shrub from six to eight feet in height, 
and bearing a profusion of single white 
blossoms. This circumstance gave an in- 
teresting and novel character to the places 
which it covered. They often looked, in 
the distance, as if lightly clothed with 
snow; but, on a nearer approach, exhibited 
one immense garden. It is said to have 
been first brought to this country by Lord 
Macartney’s embassy, but was afterwards 
lost, until 1820, when Captain Nesbitt, of 
the Honorable East India Company’s 
ship Essex, imported plants of it for the 
Horticultural Society, by whom it has 
been distributed. 


“The flower buds are larger than those of 
the Camellia Sasanqua, nearly oval and 
covered with upwards of seven roundish, 
concave, pubescent, pale yellowish-green 
scales, which becomes brown before they 
drop. 


“The flowers usually open in November, 
and are not. very conspicuous in compari- 
son with those of the Camellia Japonica. 
They measure, when fully expanded, 
rather more than two inches in diameter, 
and are composed of five, sometimes six, 
or even a greater number of roundish- 
oblong white petals, slightly tinged with 
pale yellow at their base. On first open- 
ing, the flowers are cupped, but after- 
wards the petals spread almost flat, and 
ultimately become much twisted and re- 
curved: each of them is thick and fleshy 
at the base, from which they gradually 
enlarge, and become thinner towards the 
extremity, which is about half an inch in 
breadth, in some flowers deeply divided, 
and in others only partially so. The stam- 
ina are short and numerous, and rise in 
a close cylindrical cup round the styles, 
which are pale green, usually three in 
number, united almost their whole length, 
but divided at the top, and a little re- 
curved. The anthers are large, and of a 
deep yellow colour. The fruit has not yet 
been known to come to maturity in this 
country. 


“It is very easily increased by grafting on 
the single red Camellia.” 


The oil is obtained from the seeds of C. 
oleifera by subjecting them to pressure 
sufficient to reduce them to a coarse pow- 
der, and then by boiling and again press- 
ing the crushed material. The resulting 
fixed tea-oil is used as a table oil and for 
many other domestic purposes. It has a 
very sweet odor and is sometimes used by 
the Chinese to perfume their rooms. 


It is entirely possible that gardeners with 
plants large enough to bear seeds in quan- 
tity and willing to attempt to duplicate 
the relatively crude refining process could 
obtain oil from C. oleifera. 


C. oleifera is still rather rare in American 
collections, but may be obtained from a 
few nurserymen specializing in camellias.

SUNSET 
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How to combat 
snails and slugs 


(RA: 


IT WAS a sad day for the gardener when 
snails and slugs decided to leave their 
aquatic habitat and become land-living 
mollusks. Rather than concentrating on 
any one plant, snails and slugs will eat any- 
thing living and green—and they seem 
to be particularly destructive from spring 
to late fall. They are related to oysters, 
clams, and other hard-crusted fish; all 
have retained their shells, which are, in 
reality, skeletons on the outside. How- 
ever, the slug’s protective covering has 
been reduced to a small plate which often 
can be found only through dissection. 
While the term snail’s pace denotes very 
slow movement, these pests seem to make 
rapid progress on tender plant leaves dur- 
ing the night, leaving a tell-tale, winding, 
silvery trail as they go. This trail is caused 
by a slime which the snail or slug secretes 
to lubricate his trip over rough objects. 
Snails have no trouble slithering up glassy, 
vertical surfaces and do not hesitate to 
slip their soft bodies over the sharp edge 
of a razor blade. 


REPRODUCTION 

Reproduction is unusual, because snails 
and slugs are hermaphrodites; that is, each 
individual contains both female and male 
reproductive organs. However, they are 
unable to fertilize their own eggs, and 
must mate for cross fertilization. 

Eggs are generally deposited in damp, pro- 
tected spots. Freshly laid eggs are nearly 
transparent. They are held together by a 
sticky substance which turns to a dirty 
cream color about the time the eggs are 
ready to hatch. During winter months, it 
takes as long as a month for the eggs to 
hatch. Less time is required in warmer 
summer temperatures. The baby snails 
and slugs are exact replicas of their par- 
ents, except for size. It takes several 
months for newly hatched pests to mature. 


CONTROL 

A simple, control is possible by placing 
plant trimmings in such a way as to attract 
snails and slugs and then collecting and 
destroying the plants and pests at periodic 
intervals. Most effective, however, is the 
use of commercial baits containing bran, 
ground apple particles, calcium arsenate, 
and metaldehyde. Scatter bait lightly on 
the ground in the infested area about dusk, 
preferably after a light rain or after early 
afternoon sprinkling. 

Shake off any bait which happens to fall 
on leaves and flowers. Repeat control 
measures about every 3 or 4 weeks during 
winter and spring months for effective 
and consistent control.

Salad garden 





IN NO PART of the daily menu are 
freshness, greenness, and crispness more 
important than in the salad course. Al- 
though many markets come close to bring- 
ing you garden-fresh vegetables, there still 
is no substitute for those picked one min- 
ute and popped the next into a bow! for 
salads or a kettle for cooking. 

Food experts agree that the most nutri- 
tious salad is that made with fresh greens, 
and the more kinds you toss together the 
better it becomes. To this basic salad, you 
can add almost any raw vegetable that 
strikes your fancy. 

If salads are your hobby, make it a point 
to grow your own. Salad vegetables are 
not space-eaters; for the small family, a 
plot near the back door, a box or two on 
the terrace or porch, or even a few spots 
in the flower border will provide room for 
greens. In fact, unless you are serving 
large groups, it is better to grow salad 
greens in fairly small quantities and re- 
place them frequently. with new plant- 
ings. Here are some suggestions: 


PROTECT ON HOT DAYS 

Try to locate your salad garden close to 
the kitchen so that as little time as pos- 
sible will be lost between gathering and 
preparation of vegetables. If you live in 
locations where summers are hot, choose 
a spot with light afternoon shade, or pro- 
vide a covering of wire glass, muslin, or 
cheesecloth to protect plants from the hot- 
test rays of the sun.

If you have a small garden, confine your 
patch to a bottomless box about 4 by 6 
feet in size and 6 to 8 inches deep, in which 
you can grow enough plants for weeks of 
salads. (See illustration.) By rotation and 
succession planting, the harvest can be 
stretched into the summer.

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A box of this size can accommodate 5 or 6 
rows approximately 8 to 10 inches apart. 
This means close planting, to be sure, but 
it has its advantages, for you will be en- 
eouraged to thin and harvest plants at 
their most tender and succulent stage and 
to use the remaining ones before they get 
tough. Between rows of slower growing 
vegetables, plant such fast growers as rad- 
pepper grass, or cress (not water 
cress), dandelion, and radichetta, all of 
which are usually in and out of the soil 
within 4 to 6 weeks. 


PLANT SPECIALS SEPARATELY 

In the salad box shown here, no allowance 
has been made for the planting of odds 
and ends, such as sweet basil, chervil, 
chives, sweet marjoram, and summer sa- 
vory, which add piquant and interesting 
touches to salads. These are specialties 
you might grow in individual pots, tubs 
or boxes, or in a window box.

If you have a roof garden, live in an apart- 
ment house, or wish to move your salad 
box occasionally, make it smaller and pro- 
vide a wood bottom. 

In the Sunset test garden, a border 50 feet 
long and 4 feet wide has been given over 
to salad vegetables. Facing northwest, the 
border is only a few steps from the kitchen. 
Because parsley is remarkably nutritious 
and decorative, and almost invariably is 
added to vegetable salads, it is planted as 
an edging along the entire length of the 
border. Two thirds of the edging is planted 
with the plain or single leafed variety 
which is more flavorful, the rest with the 


curled, garnishing type. 


REMEMBER THESE, TOO 

In the row behind the edging grow bunch- 
ing onions (used as green onions), small- 
rooted chicory or radichetta, corn salad, 
and tampala, a leafy, lettuce-like vegeta- 
ble green that stands hot weather and is 
excellent either raw or cooked. The next 
two rows are given over to a few feet 
of endive and to these varieties of lettuce: 
Big Boston, dark green Romaine, Prize 
Head, Oak Leaf Mignonette, May King, 
and Bibb. 

Next is a sand-filled trench in which were 
sown carrots, beets, and kohlrabi, all of 
which are delicious when cut into slender 
fingers and served raw in salads. 

In the last row are planted dark green 
Swiss chard, rhubarb chard, and a few 
spring cabbages, all excellent additions, 


' when raw, to the green salad. 


tadishes are sown as a quick catch crop 
between rows of slower-growing vegeta- 
bles. A large clump of chives is planted at 
the end of the border nearest. the kitchen. 
If you wish to extend the scope of your 
salad garden, include on the outskirts two 
or three hills of zucchini which, in addi- 
tion to its use as a cooked vegetable, is ex- 
cellent in salads. Two or three green pep- 
per plants might be tucked in among your 
flowers. Gardeners who want their home 
grown salads to be complete will also find 
room for a few tomatoes and cucumbers.

Camellia cuttings 


A way to assure successful rootings 


LEFT TO ordinary propagating methods 
and equipment, camellia cuttings take 
their time about forming roots. Most 
camellia specialists make it a point to find 
ways of speeding the rooting process and 
reducing the percentage of losses. New 
propagating mediums, such as vermicu- 
lite, chemical rooting aids, and improved 
greenhouse equipment have contributed 
to the success of these experiments. 
Through the combination of bottom heat 
and atomized sprays, Julius Olsen, Port- 
land camellia specialist, has found that 
he can shorten by one month the time 
ordinarily required to form strong root 
systems on camellia cuttings. He also has 
cut down failure to only 3 per cent of the 
total number of cuttings made. 


HOW TO MAKE CUTTINGS 
Although Mr. Olsen takes cuttings in late 
July or early August, they can be made

during fall and winter until February. 
Gardeners who have only a limited amount 
of wood to cut from their shrubs would do 
well to follow Mr. Olsen’s system of 1- 
leaf cuttings. While 3- and 4-leaf cuttings 
are usually made if plenty of wood is avail- 
able, a 1-leaf cutting will produce a plant 
which soon will catch up in growth with 
the larger one. 

Cuttings need be only long enough so that 
2 inches of stem is buried in the sand. 
Don’t follow the old practice of cutting 
the leaves in two. Through experimenta- 
tion, Mr. Olsen has found that cutting the 
leaves reduced by 1% the percentage of 
those that survived. 

The propagating bed in Mr. Olsen’s green- 
house is heated by means of a lead-cov- 
ered, electric soil-heating cable placed in 
a succession of U’s and inverted U’s 8 
inches apart at the bottom of the bed. 
The bottoms and tops of the curves should

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be 4 inches from the sides of the bed. 
Never cross an electric soil heating cable 
over itself. 





VETHODS, EQUIPMENT DESCRIBED 
To seal the cracks in the boards and to 
prevent the sand from washing through, 
Mr. Olsen covers the bottom of the propa- 
gating bed, whether in the greenhouse or 
in a flat in a coldframe, with a %4-inch 
layer of peat moss. The sand is then 
pressed down and moistened thoroughly. 
When cutting a trench in the sand, Mr. 
Olsen uses as a guide a 2 by 4 inch board 
placed on its side. The 2 by 4 also can 
he used to firm the sand around the cut- 
tings after they are in place. From 20 to 
35 cuttings are placed 134 inches apart in 
rows, with all the leaves facing in one 
direction. The number of cuttings in a 
row will depend on the thickness or width 
of the camellia leaves. 

The thermostat on the soil heating cable 
is set for 70° and is left at that tempera- 
ture until the cuttings are rooted, or for 
about 3 months. 


VEW WATERING ARRANGEMENT 
To produce a mist-like spray over the cut- 
tings, Mr. Olsen uses old oil-burner noz- 
zles set 5 feet apart into 34-inch pipe 
which runs along the peak of the green- 
house. Since the nozzles, which are set in 
the pipe in a horizontal position, direct 
the spray toward the sides of the green- 
house, the edge of the bench is kept moist 
and the drip is on the walk, not on the 
cutting beds. 

Each nozzle uses 114 gallons of water an 
hour. Mr. Olsen turns on the water and 
closes the greenhouse ventilators when he 
leaves for his office in the morning. The 
atomizers run all day. If the sun comes 
out bright and hot early in the day, the 
system is turned on earlier than usual. 
Without the atomizer, it would be neces- 
sary to water the cuttings about every 
hour. According to Mr. Olsen, camellias 
like to have their feet warm and their 
heads cool. 

During hot weather, he soaks the propa- 
gating bench when he comes home at noon 
and again late in the afternoon. Tempera- 
tures in the greenhouse are reduced by 
painting the outside of the glass with the 
cold water paint generally used for tint- 
ing walls. 

When the cuttings have developed roots, 
they are put in 21-inch pots in a mixture 
of 1 part peat, 2 parts rich potting soil, 
and 1 part sand. A cake pan two-thirds 
full of water is kept handy during potting. 
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As the cuttings are potted, they are placed 
in the pan to soak up moisture. This 
method is much more effective than try- 
ing to water the pots from above after 
they are filled. 





CARE OF YOUNG PLANTS 

Rather than mix fertilizer with the pot- 
ting soil, Mr. Olsen puts about ;y of a 
teaspoon of commercial plant food on the 
surface of the soil after the cuttings are 
potted. This is done by dividing 4 tea- 
spoon of fertilizer between 4 pots. 

When a flat is filled with pots of rooted 
cuttings, they are watered lightly with a 
gentle spray from the garden hose. After 
that, the cuttings receive comparatively 
little water. 

The pots are set on top of the sand on the 
propagating bench. The soil heating cable 
still is set at 70°, but the greenhouse air 
temperature is not allowed to go over 50°. 
An electric space heater is used during the 
winter if the nights get too cold. 

Late in March, the young plants are put 
in a coldframe to harden off. In the latter 
part of April or early in May, they are 
shifted from the pots into lathhouse beds 
in which they are set 6 inches apart. The 
soil in these beds contains about 1 peat 
moss. Plants remain in this bed for a year, 
at the end of which time they are trans- 
planted again and placed about 1 foot 
apart in the lathhouse beds. 

When they are 2 or 3 years old, the camel- 
lias are set out in the garden, where they 
bloom more freely than those remaining 
longer under lath. 


FEEDING CAMELLIAS 
After their blooming season is over, Mr. 
Olsen feeds his camellias quite heavily 
with commercial fertilizer. A mulch of 
bark sawdust around the plants helps to 
choke out weeds and to keep the soil loose 
and moist. However, if a sawdust mulch 
is used, more nitrogen fertilizer will be re- 
quired to replace that used by soil micro- 
organisms in breaking down the sawdust. 
Keep your camellias as clean as rose 
bushes. If you pick off the old flowers as 
they fade, the shrub will look fresh and 
clean and there will be less danger of 
spreading diseases carried on old flowers. 
Mr. Olsen, a charter member of the Ore- 
gon Camellia Society, grows in his garden 
all of the principal species of camellias, 
including the fall blooming C. Sasanqua; 
C. saluensis, the fragrant apple-blossom 
type; C. reticulata, reputedly not winter- 
hardy in the Pacific Northwest, but a 
plant with which he is experimenting, and 
C. japonica, which is the parent of most 
of the garden varieties.

OUR hesitation in recommending any new 
garden material is not caused by a reaction- 
ary attachment to old procedures. We have 
learned to be skeptical of promised miracles. 
Practical tests over a long period have often 
exploded such miracles. 

For example, take the new and very satis- 
factory material for cutting beds and seed 
boxes, vermiculite, known by the trade 
name of Terra-Lite and sold in garden sup- 
ply stores. At the time it was introduced, 
reported tests of its performance seemed 
adequately controlled and conclusive. How- 
ever, we wanted to see how it performed in 
our own garden and in the cutting beds 
and seed flats of professional propagators 
and growers generally. 

We found, as expected, that professionals 
are most reluctant to try out any new ma- 
terial. The nurseryman with long experi- 
ence hesitates to depart from a successful 
procedure. In the Sunset test garden we 
used vermiculite for two years in cutting 
beds and seed boxes with the most satis- 
factory results. 


CUTTINGS, SEEDS 

As an example of the results you may ex- 
pect from vermiculite, here’s a report on a 
test made by Bill Eldridge and Art Lloyd 
of the Perkins Nursery Company at Per- 
kins, California. 

They conducted two experiments on vermi- 
culite as a growing medium; one on rooting 
cuttings and the other on seed germination. 
Their equipment for the rooting experiment 
was a 36-square-foot hotbed, divided into 
four 9-square-foot sections, which contained 
the four rooting mediums. The beds were 
electrically heated and thermostatically 
controlled to maintain a constant soil tem- 
perature of 65°. 

Cuttings of the following plant materials 
were put in each of the beds: Abelia grandi- 
flora, gardenia Mystery, pelargonium Sue 
Jarrett, oleander, English laurel, sansevie- 
ria, Irish yew, Arbutus Unedo, and coleus. 
A consistently high percentage of success- 
ful rooting took place in the vermiculite 
bed. Also, the root growth was much heav- 
ier and the plants developed more leaves 
than in the other beds. 

Of the 15 gardenia cuttings planted in ver- 
miculite, 8 had rooted a month later. In the

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same period of time, only one of the 15 cut- 








tings planted in sand, the old standby for 
cutting beds, had developed strong roots. 
Ten Irish yew cuttings were planted in each 
of the beds on September 1. By October 
15, of the cuttings in vermiculite, 9 had 
rooted. The best results with the yews in 
the other beds during the same period were 
3 rooted cuttings in the sand and peat mix- 
ture. Arbutus Unedo, which roots slowly in 
most mediums, did very well in vermiculite. 
In 6 weeks, 9 out of the 15 cuttings had 
rooted, where only 3 of the same number 
had rooted in sand and peat. 

With softwood cuttings of pelargoniums 
and coleus, there was no difference in root- 
ing performance between those planted in 
sand and those in vermiculite. 

The seed germination experiments consisted 
of sowing seeds of 8 tomato varieties in the 
| different growing mediums. The seeds 
sown in straight peat moss were a complete 
failure, as damping off was very prevalent. 
No damping off took place in any of the 
other beds. 

Che actual germination results were about 
the same for both sand and vermiculite. 
However, the vermiculite seedlings had a 
root growth twice as large as those in the 
other beds. After transplanting, all the 
plants grew well and produced heavily. 
Because Eldridge and Lloyd used bottom 
heat on their cutting and seedling beds, 
they naturally achieved better results than 
would the average home gardener. Never- 
theless, as the experiment was conducted 
on a comparative basis, their findings re- 
main significant of vermiculite’s qualities 
as a growing aid. 


WHAT IS IT? 

Vermiculite is a mineral of the mica family. 
Like mica, the particles of the crude ore 
are made up of thousands of tiny, separate 
layers; but unlike mica, the ore has micro- 
scopic quantities of water trapped between 
its layers. The ore is run through a furnace 
heated to over 2000° F., which causes the 
small particles of water and air between the 
layers to turn to steam and pop the layers 
apart. As the particles of ore pop, they 
form tiny, porous, spongelike kernels. 


It is this spongelike quality of vermiculite 
which makes it so beneficial to plant growth. 
The kernels are both porous and absorbent, 
thus they can give newly forming roots both 
the necessary moisture and the oxygen they 
need for growth. 


ROOTING CUTTINGS 

The ideal cutting bed should be filled with 
a material which holds moisture and yet 
does not exclude air. It should be well 
drained. When treated right, vermiculite 
fulfills all these requirements. However, it 
must be remembered that the material is 
naturally water retentive, and if watered 
too often, the excess moisture can cause the 
cuttings to rot. This is particularly true of 
softwood cuttings like geraniums, fuchsias, 
and chrysanthemums. Under normal con-

hold all the moisture the young growth 
needs for about 10 days after each watering. 
Root systems are found to grow sturdier in 
vermiculite than in other rooting mediums 
because even the most feeble roots have a 
chance to spread and penetrate the aerated 
material. There are practically no losses 
from fungus or damping off as the tremen- 
dous heat the material goes through in its 
heating process kills every trace of living 
matter, While sand or grit must be thor- 
oughly washed or discarded after each using, 
the same flat of vermiculite may be used 
two and three times with no noticeable dis- 
coloration or ill effects. 


SEEDLINGS 

One of the reasons why seeds sown in ver- 
miculite usually germinate faster and more 
uniformly than those planted in soil is be- 
cause of the insulating property of the ma- 
terial. It retains daytime heat during cold 
nights, thus promoting continuous root 
growth 24 hours a day. 

Damping off should never occur to seedlings 
growing in vermiculite, due to its complete 
sterilization during the heating process. 
Seeds contain within themselves all the food 
they need for germination, and can grow on 
this until the first leaves appear. At that 
time, a feeding should be given, as there is 
nothing in the preparation which will fur- 
nish plant nutrients. An application of a 
weak solution of any balanced commercial 
fertilizer will suffice. If the seeds are sown 
in a mixture of soil and vermiculite, the 
seedlings will get the benefit of nutrients 
from the soil, plus constant moisture and 
aeration provided by the vermiculite. 

In vermiculite, seedlings develop a dense 
root mass which, when the plants are 
pricked out, usually comes out clinging to 
a ball of the growing medium. When grown 
in soil, this clump of fine hair roots is left 
behind when the plants are pulled out. The 
root ball should be planted out intact. If an 
attempt is made to wash off the clinging 
vermiculite, some of the tender roots might 
be broken. 

Because root systems of plants grown in 
vermiculite are so much stronger and larger, 
many gardeners place them in pots a size 
larger than usual, thus avoiding at least 
one re-potting operation. 

This garden product also makes a good soil 
conditioner for the same reasons it is satis- 
factory as a rooting medium—its aerating 
and moisture-holding properties. It is excel- 
lent as a mulch because of its freedom from 
fungus and its insulating properties. 
Vermiculite also has been used in frames in 
place of peat, straw, and other materials for 
heeling in plants over the winter. It is an 
excellent medium in which to bury pots of 
bulbs being forced for early bloom. 
Another use for vermiculite is as a storage 
medium for bulbs, roots, and tubers. It has 
proved especially satisfactory for storage of 
dahlia tubers. Interestingly, it absorbs ex- 
cess moisture on the outside of the tubers, 
but releases it if they become too dry.
